Staff Studies Foresee 
Many Infantry Changes 


The War Department General Staff's 
study of organization and equipment of 
the United States Army moved along at 
accelerated pace this week with indica- 
tions pointing toward a revamping of In- 
fantry units extending even to the squads, 
platoons, companies and battalions. 

Recommendations from some 350 bat- 
talion, regimental and division command- 
ers already have been received. These are 
being analyzed and the data correlated 
for detailed study. 

It is understood that approval already 
has been given to recommendations that 
“assault artillery” be made an integral 
part of the Infantry regiment. This as 
sault artillery, very similar to the German 
prototype of hard hitting, heavily armed 
Infantry assault troops, most likely will 
be provided for the Infantry regiments 
when the new tables of organization and 
equipment are finally approved. 

The assault artillery will be armed 
with 75mm guns and 105mm howitzers on 
self-propelled mounts. Its tactical em- 
ployment, of course will be determined by 
regimental commanders but in general it 
will be used for reducing any heavy re 
sistance the regiment may encounter. 

While this is supposedly the first 


change in the Infantry regiment to be | 


approved in principle, it is indicated that 
should the General Staff approve other 
recommendations of the field command- 
ers, the fire-power of the Infantry regi- 
ments will be vastly increased and several 
new units added. 


While these trends are toward increas- 


ing the size of the division, the General 
Staff is also giving considerable thought 
to the problem of keeping the total di- 
visional strength to a level that will per- 
mit motorization. As more troops are

House Approves Construction 
Transfer 

The House this week approved legis- 
lation, S. 1884, previously passed by the 
Senate, which would authorize transfer of 
all Army construction from the Quarter- 
master Corps to the Corps of Engineers. 

In approving the construction measure, 
the House adopted an amendment offered 
by Rep. McCormack, majority leader, of 
Mass. The amendment provided, “That 
all officers in the Construction Division of 
the Quartermaster Corps now on duty in 
that branch shall come under the com 
mand of the Chief of Engineers in their 
present rank, and subject to all perma 
nent and temporary advancement in rank 
that may be accorded officers in the Corps 
of Engineers without additional examina 
tion of any kind.” 

The amendment was yesterday accepted 
by the Senate, thus clearing the bill which 
now requires only the President's signa 
ture to become law. 

Under the legislation approved, 
Corps of Engineers would be charged 
with the “direction of all work pertaining 
to the construction, maintenance and re 
pair of buildings, structures and utilities 
ior the Army.” Other duties now a charge 
of the Quartermaster General which 
would be turned over to the Chief of En 
gineers are the acquisition of real estate, 
the issuance of licenses in connection with 
government reservations, and the opera- 
tion of water, gas, electric and sewer fa 
cilities.

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Service Groups Favor 
Departments’ Pay Bill 


Unanimous approval of the interdepart- 
mental pay readjustment bill, 8. 2025, 
was voiced by representatives of eight 
service organizations who testified before 
au Senate subcommittee, Monday morning, 
17 Nov. 

Even those who suggested changes to 
the act made it plain that their proposed 
amendments were in the nature of per- 
fecting changes and should be eliminated 
if their retention would endanger the act. 

However, one witness, Mr, Jack Kyle, 
of the Regular Veterans’ Association, 
stuted that he thought the flat percentage 
increases in the Gurney bill, 8S. 2006, 
might be more easily obtained from Con- 
gress than the wholesale revisions con- 
templated in 8. 2025. 


Departments to be Heard 

Present at the hearings were Senator 
Fdward C. Johnson, of Colorado, sponsor 
of the bill and chairman of the subcom 
mittee in charge of the measure, and 
Senator Sheridan Downey, of California. 

At the conclusion of the hearings, 
Senator Johnson announced that further 
hearings would be held for departmental 
representatives after he had received 
from the various departments their com- 
ments on the interdepartmental pay act. 
These comments may not be submitted 
until the departments have obtained ap 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget, which 
approval will include also Presidential 
approval, 

Representatives of the departments 
were present at the hearings this week 
but took no part in the proceedings. 

Discussing his plans for processing of 
the legislation, Senator Johnson told re 
porters that after the department repre 
sentatives were heard the committee 
would hold executive meetings to discuss 
the proposed bill. Senator Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the Naval 
Affuirs Committee, has stated that he 
will attend one or more of these gommit- 
tee sessions to outline his views on the 
service pay question, Senator Johnsen 
announced. 

Many Testify 

Those who testified on the bill Monday 
included Mr. Francis M. Sullivan, acting 
director of the Nationa] Legislative Com- 
mittee of the American Legion; Lt. Col. 
Edwin 8S. Bettelheim, jr., adjutant gen- 
eral of the Military Order of the World 
War; Mr. Jack Kyle, national educational 
director of the Regular Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation ; Maj. Karl H. Smith, national de- 
fense chairman of the Army and Navy 
Union; Mr. R. EB. Updike, of the National 
Association of Regulars, Mr. Charles EK. 
Lofgren, of the Fleet Reserve Associa- 
tion; Mr. M. W. Rice, of the Disabled 
American Veterans; Mr. Omar Ketchum, 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and Mr. 
Thomas J, Jackson, representing 125 of 
ficers retired under Army reclassification 
proceedings. 

Mr. Sullivan pointed out that the

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Secrecy on United States Navy’s Successes Meets Cold Reception in Press 


given to any alleged sinkings of Nazi submarines. The President has con- 
curr n this.” These were the words of a Navy Department announcement released 
early this week, which said further that, “the personnel of the Navy who do transmit 
this type of information are subject to disciplinary action.” Thus it has been indicated 
that the American public will not be informed of the sinking of any Axis submarines 
by Navy vessels. What does the press of America say about this? The New Yorker 
magazine comments, “Our Navy Department has a queer idea of how to make the 
customers happy. It intends to report only the other fellow’s score.” Excerpts from 
the views of other editors follow. 

The Kansas City, Mo., Star protests the Navy’s decision in an editorial which 
says, “In a democracy the citizens have a right to prompt and reliable information on 
all public matters where there is not some overriding reason for concealment. The 
Navy Department,” the Star adds, “is doing the country and itself a disservice 
through a policy that warns the public it cannot depend on the reliability of naval 
reports.” 

The Buffalo, N. Y., News explains that there is a sound foundation to the theory 
that not to announce submarine sinkings of Axis vessels would have a psychological 
effect upon the enemy sailors and citizens, but the News adds that there is also a 
psychological effect upon the American people. “In the coming months,” says the News, 
“we shall hear much of American warships and merchantmen being attacked, perhaps 
sunk. If, on the other hand,” continues the News, “we hear nothing of American 
warships sinking Nazi U-boats, a dangerous unbalance of opinion may be created. 
That is, a desire for revenge may develop without justification, a sentiment which 
might eventually lead to full-scale participation in the war.” 

“The Navy is treating the American people like a bunch of children, who have 
to be fed their medicine with a dropper,” says the Ft. Smith, Ark., American in an 
editorial which severely criticizes the Navy’s delayed report on the sinking of the 
USS Kearney. The American explains that “the inference was left, with no details 
to base it on, that the Kearney was torpedoed without warning as it was going about 
its business of convoying ships. Did the Navy department,” asks the American, “think 
the American people were too young to know that the destroyer was hunting for a

Concluding, the American says, “The public’s confidence in governmental state- 


ments would be improved if the public were told the truth in the first instance,”

submarine was sunk, or captured or merely hiding out and unable to communicate 
with its base, the mental hazdrd on those at home was increased.

Disguised Vessel Seized 


The Navy Department announced this 
week seizure of the German operated ves- 
sel, Odenwald, by the cruiser USS Omaha, 
commanded by Capt. T. BH. Chandler, 
USN, in equatorial waters on 6 Nov. The 
Odenwald, which flew an American flag 
und sailed under the name of the “Will- 
moto,” of Philadelphia, was brought by 
the Omaha’s crew to San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, after an attempt by the vessel’s 
crew to seuttle the merchant ship had 


failed. 

The Navy Department later released 
an eyewitness story of the seizure of the 
disguised American Merchant ship, which 
follows: 

“At dawn on 6 Nov. we sighted a ship about 
11 miles away. We approached the ship and 
investigated, and signaled by search light 
but received no answer. On approaching 
closer, we found that it carried the name 
*‘Willmoto’ of Philadelphia. It was flying the 
American flag at the stern, had an American 
flag on the counter which was affixed to the 
weather screen of the lower bridge on each 
side. On one of the hatches there was 
painted also another American flag. On the 
bow there was painted on each side the name 
‘Willmotto,’ over the bridge there was an- 
other ‘Willmotto.’ 

“When we approached closer, we learned 
she had the signal flying indicating that she 
was the ship Willmotto, but still she failed 
to answer our search light signal. We ap- 
proached close enough to talk by megaphone 
to their®>ridge and gathered the information 
that she was bound from Capetown to New 
Orleans. These questions were answered in 
poor English and no answer was given to 
our question ‘Why don’t you answer signal?’ 

“About this time during the megaphone 
conversation, we observed packages being 
thrown over the side—a continuous stream 
of packages. Suspicions were aroused as to 
whether or not this ship was actually the 
Willmoto and in order to identify the ship, 
the commanding officer of the cruiser ordered 
a boarding party to leave the ship and make 
further investigation. As this boarding party 
left the cruiser, the Willmoto hauled down 
her call, hoisted the international code flag 
with the signal meaning, ‘I am sinking— 
please send boats,’ and at the same time com- 
menced lowering life boats. 

“By the time our boarding party had 
reached the ship, two of their boats had 
been loaded and men were coming down for 
the third boat. As the boarding party 
reached the ship, there were two explosions 
aft and smoke from an explosion came out 
of the stack. When the ship was boarded, 
the name of the ship was disclosed to be the 
Odenwald. After that, the boarding crew 
searched the German crew to gain informa; 
tion concerning any time bombs which might 
have been pianted. They gave no informa- 
tion except that the ship would sink in about 
20 or 30 minutes. They had been so fright- 
ened that two of their men jumped into the 
ocean from deck rather than wait to go down 
the ladder. They were recovered by two

“Attempts were made to go below and in- 
vestigate the damage done and try to repair 
it, but smoke-filled compartments prevented 
this. Upon his arrival on the ship, and 
verifying the ship’s disguise, the boarding 
officer reported to the captain of the cruiser 
that she was a German ship in disguise and 
that the German crew was scuttling her. Upon 
receiving this, the commanding officer im- 
mediately made preparations to send a repair 
party. He mustered all of the available men 
with Diesel engine experience and lowered 
the life boats, which lost no time in getting 
to the sinking ship. 

“First indications from the sinking ship 
were that she was not sinking as fast as the 
Germans expected and there was good pos- 
She had also taken 
list and had settled down by the stern. Later, 
however, the salvage party found difficulty 
in reading German labels and operating the 
proper valves and sent for more interpreters 
which were provided from the cruiser’s crew. 

“At this time the boarding officer reported 
that he did not think the ship could be saved 
and the cruiser’s commanding officer directed 
that all cargo of any value be saved. This 
cargo was placed in the boats—it included 
ship’s papers, official records, ship’s bell, 
chronometers, personal, or whatever the men 
from the cruiser aboard the ship could get 
their hands on. The cargo consisted of over 
8,000 tons of baled raw rubber, many United 
States made automobile tires with inner 
tubes. (For Ripley—Believe It or Not—a 
$1.00 bill was found inside the tube of one 
of the tires.) Bags of peanuts were found— 
rice, and about 60 of the tires were heaved 
overboard. Most of these were recovered 
later. The peanuts were not recovered and 
some of the rice was thrown overboard also. 

“The salvage party from this point were 
successful in locating the damage. As far 
as could be determined at this point, there 
was no hole—only leaky seams, but the posi- 
tion of these leaky seams was such that re- 
pair work was impossible. The German crew 
claimed that the explosives used were in- 
ferior, and were disappointed that the ship 
did not sink. However, they still held hope 
that her crew would never be able to keep 
her afloat and get her going. They gave no 
cooperation at all. 

“In the early afternoon, our salvage party 
succeeded in getting one engine started. We 
had sent divers over the side to locate the 
damage and repair it, but this was not pos- 
sible. Finally, we were able to remove this 
water leaking in at a faster rate than it 
entered the ship. At 6 o’clock at night the 
salvage party was successful in getting both 
engines started and the ship got underway. 

“All Germans were aboard the American 
cruiser except one—one of the engineers. 
Aboard the American cruiser the German 
crew, which consisted of 33 men and 12 
officers, one of whom remained on the Oden- 
wald, was given comfortable accomodations 
—the officers in the officer part of the ship 
and the crew in the crew part of the ship. 
They were kept under constant guard and 
the officers messed in the wardroom and the 
crew messed with the crew of the cruiser.

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Enactment of Section 4 of the Gurney 
act, to give the six months’ death gratuity 
to beneficiaries of eertain Reserve offi- 
cers, was urged by Mr. Kyle. “Under ex- 
isting law,” he pointed out, “a noncom- 
missioned officer is required to waive 
these potential benefits to his dependents, 
in order to accept active duty as a reserve 
officer, with greater responsibilities, while 
serving his country.” 

The RVA also favors a uniform allow- 
ance for officers reporting for duty, pro- 
vided in the Gurney bill, and endorsed 
the nurses and warrant officers’ scales as 
set up in the Johnson bill. 

The association asked a flat 10 per cent 
increase in pay for all ranks. In the case 
of otticers this would increase nearly all 
pay above the Johnson bill. 

Hlowever, most enlisted grades would 
receive less under the Gurney bill than 
the Johnson bill, even if a 20 per cent 
increase were given, as shown in the fol- 
lowing table:

Mr. Kyle urged $100 a month additional 
for enlisted parachutists, pointing out 
that these men take the same risks as 
commissioned parachutists. In support 
of his argument he introduced into the 
record of the hearing an article on para- 
chute casualties from the 1 Nov. issue of 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

The RVA delegate also urged retire- 
ment of enlisted men after 25 instead of 
30 years, and urged discontinuance of 
temporary enlistments in the Coast 
Guard. 

Retired Officers Speak 

As part of his statement, Mr. Kyle pre- 
sented a letter from Col. A. T. Marix, 
president of the Retired Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, in which Colonel Marix pointed 
cut that there had not been a pay increase 
for the services since 1908, that the 1922 
act actually reduced the pay of junior and 
bachelor officers. He pointed out also 
that 1922 act increased aliowances at the 
expense of pay, and thus materially af- 
fects retired officers who base retired pay 
cn active duty pay, exclusive of allow- 
ances, 

“The retired list of both officers and 
enlisted men,” said Colonel Marix, “is a 
most important fountain upon which to 
draw in times of emergency as is now be- 
ing proved by the great number being 
called back to active duty.” 

Following Mr. Kyle to the stand, Maj. 
Earle H. Smith stated that the Army and 
Navy Union “heartily endorses this bill, 
S. 2025, basically as it is written. The 
bill is the best of its kind to be brought 
up ond does make pay and allowances of 
all services uniform.” 

He claimed, however, that privates in 
the Australian and Canadian armies re- 
ceive higher pay than that proposed, and 
promised to attempt to obtain the pay 
schedules of those services for the sub- 
committee, 

“As a representative of my organiza- 
tion,” said Mr. R. BE. Updike of the Na- 
tional Association of Regulars, “I en- 
dorse this bill 100 per cent.” 


Fleet Reservists Ask Changes 

Appearing for the Fleet Reserve Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Charles E. Lofgren expressed 
his hearty approval of S. 2025 “in prin- 
ciple.” He suggested, however, a number 
of amendments, including the following: 

A proviso to permit enlisted men en- 
titled to quarters allowances to receive a 
similar allowance for their dependents if 
the nature of their duties prevents them 
from maintaining domicile with their 
families. Certain men on foreign service, 
Mr. Lofgren pointed out, do not receive 
quarters, and accordingly draw the allow- 
ance, but at the same time must maintain 
homes for their families on the mainland 
since their dependents are not permitted 
to join them. 

Issuance of clothing allowance in 
money or in kind to the Navy and Coast 
Guard. 

Full enlistment and other allowances 


to the Navy Insular Force, which now re- | 





ceives such allowances, but would have 
them cut in half if the bill passes as in- 
troduced. 

Crediting Fleet Reservists for longevity 
for duty performed since transfer to the 
Fleet Reserve, just as fully retired per- 
sonnel are entitled to longevity for duty 
performed since retirement. 

The final witness was Mr. Thomas J. 
Jackson who pleaded, in the name of 
125 Army officers retired under reclassi- 
fication laws, for inclusion of legislation 
which would give the officers retired un- 
der Class B the same pay as officers re- 
tired under the new “plucking act.” He 
pointed out that no Class B officer re- 
ceives more than 60 per cent of his active 
duty pay, and most such officers receive 
25 to 40 per cent of active duty pay, 
whereas all World War officers retired 
under the new law receive 75 per cent of 
their active duty pay. 

In addition to the persona] testimony 
of witnesses, a number of letters were 
presented to the subcommittee including 
a communication from Lt. Col. William 
P. Wattles, Sig.-Res., national secretary 
of the Reserve Officers’ Association, ex- 
pressing approval of the bill.

added and the strength of the divisions 
increased, the difficulties of motorization 
likewise increase. Reports show that 
many of the 350 commanders who made 
their recommendations to the General 
Staff favor motorization of most, if not 
all, of the existing divisions. 

Among other recommendations the 
commanders made and to which the Gen- 
eral Staff is now giving serious consider- 
ution are the formation of reconnaissance 
and anti-aircraft units for each of the 
regiments. It was recommended that a 
reconnaissance platoon of Infantry troops 
equipped with “jeeps” and perhaps mo- 
torcycles and bicycles, be added to each 
regiment. To offer the regiment protec- 
tion against modern aircraft operation, 
it was also recommended that an anti- 
aircraft unit be formed and placed under 
the command of the regimental command- 
er. The suggested reconnaissance unit 
would be heavily armed with machine 
guns, semi-automatic rifles, etc. and be 
highly mobile. 

Most generally, the commanders also 
recommended that the anti-tank company 
be increased in armament by the addition 
of heavier weapons. This could be done 
by the addition of 75mm guns. The anti- 
tunk companies are now supposed to be 
equipped with 37mm guns. These 37mm 
guns would be turned over to the anti- 
tank platoon of the Heavy Weapons com- 
panies replacing their present 50 calibre 
machine guns. The 50 calibre guns in 
turn, it was suggested, could be uged by 
the anti-aircraft platoon, if it is approved. 
It was pointed out that the 50_ calibre 
machine gun is effective against low fly- 
ing planes and that by placing these guns 
on a different mount, better an 
protection could be provided for the regi- 
ment. 

Many commanders recommended the 
addition of a tank mine unit to the anti- 
tank company, and it is generally believed 
that the General Staff may recommend 
such a unit or an increase in the supply 
and issuance of tank mines to various 
elements of the regiments. 

There was one point on which all the 
commanders agreed—that was in praise 
of the “jeeps.” All reports on these ve- 
hicles were favorable, leading to the be- 
lief that even greater employment may be 
found for them throughout the Army. 

Preparatory to the current general 
staff study, The Adjutant General, issued 
the following order to all Army, Army 
Corps, Infantry Division commanders and 
Chiefg of Staff, GHQ: 

“1, The Chief of Infantry desires an 
expression of views from each infantry 
battalion, regimental, and division com- 
mander on the subjects listed below : 

“a, Tables of Organization. 

“(1) Changes deemed advisable in the 
Tables of Organization for infantry units 
in your command. In particular, consid- 
eration should be given to the following: 

“(a) Reorganization of the squad and 
platoon, rifle company, by addition of a 





Browning automatic rifle team to each 
rifle squad. 

“(b) Increase of 8l-mm mortars in 
heavy weapons company. 

“(c) Creation of a regimental recon- 
naissance unit. 

“(d) Creation of a regimental antiair- 
craft unit. 

“(e) Increase of armament of antitank 
company. 

“(f) Addition of a tank mine unit to 
the antitank company. 

“(2) Recommendations for reduction 
and increase in personnel in any Table 
should be specific as to number and 
grades and ratings. Comment is also de- 
sired on items of armament, transporta- 
tion, and communication, as contained in 
Tables of Organization. 

“b. Tables of Basic Allowances. 

“(1) List any items of equipment not 
included in present Tables of Basic Al- 
lowances, that are considered essential 
for combat. 

“(2) List any item of equipment now 
listed in Tables of Basic Allowances, 
whose number it is considered should be 
increased or decreased, stating, under the 
appropriate heading, the item and the 
quantity recommended as essential for 
combat. 

“2 All comments should be sufficiently 
complete to furnish the information 
necessary for remedial action by this of- 
fice, but as brief as is consistent with 
clarity.” 

Virtually all commanders in the con- 
tinental United States have submitted 
their reports and recommendations but al- 
though all commanders in foreign pos- 
sessions have not yet been heard from, 
the General Staff study was started be- 
cause most divisions outside the con- 
tinental United States differ from those 
within the continental United States. 





Navy Ship Launchings 

The USS Aaron Ward and the USS 
Buchanan, sister ships of the destroyer 
Kearny, will slide down the launching 
ways at the Federal Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company, Kearny, N. J., under the 
direction of Rear Adm. Harold G. 
Bowen, USN, on Saturday, 22 Nov. 1941, 
between 11.30 a.m. and 11.50 a.m. 

These two modern fighters of 1,630 tons 
each, whose keels were laid 11 Feb. 1941, 
will have the same speed, armament, 
guns and seaworthiness as the USS 
Kearny and will further the schedule of 
delivery to the Navy by the Federal Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company of one 
destroyer every thirty days which began 
with delivery of the USS Bristol in Oc- 
tober 1941. 

One of the outstanding guest speakers 
expected at the launching will be Charles 
F. Kettering, Vice President of General 
Motors in charge of research and Chair- 
man of the National Inventions Coun- 
cil, on his return from the West Coast. 
Other guests will be senators, congress- 
men, and notables who will be heard over 
the radio, 

Sponsoring the USS Aaron Ward will 
be Miss Hilda Ward of the Hotel Well- 
ington, New York City, daughter of the 
late Rear Adm, Aaron Ward, USN. Also 
attending this launching will be another 
daughter of the late Admiral, Mrs. Wash- 
ington Lee Capps, of Washington, D. C., 
widow of the late Adm. Washington Lee 
Capps, USN.

Bragg Gets 100 Trucks a Day 


Ft. Bragg, N. C.—Capt. Carl H. Cathey, 
(Quartermaster warehouse officer, reports 
shipments of new military vehicles into 
this post have reached an all-time hight. 
A crew of a dozen soldiers now is unload- 
ing an average of 50 carloads of new 
trucks each day, in contrast with last 
summer’s normal receipt of eight to ten 
carloads a day. Each freight car brings 
two vehicles, most of them 214-ton cargo 
trucks, making the total of new olive-drab 
trucks rolling off the unloading ramps 
here each day 100 or more. 

The majority is going to units now 
maneuvering in the Carolinas—par- 
ticularly the Ist, 26th, 28th and 29th Divi- 
sions. 


Calls at the White House 
The War Department announced this 
week that in view of the National Emer- 
gency and the announced curtailment of 
official social functions at the White 
Hlouse, the customary calls for the pur- 
pose of leaving cards at the White House 
may be dispensed with.

Issuance of War Department orders 
this week relieving Brig. Gen. Raymond 
A. Wheeler from duty as assistant chief 
of staff, G-4, and assigning him to the 
Army Group, renewed belief in some 
quarters that Brig. Gen. Brehon Somer- 
vell, Assistant Quartermaster General in 
charge of construction, is slated to head 
G-4, the supply section. 

Rumors have been current in Wash- 
ington for several weeks that General 
Wheeler was slated to be relieved by Gen- 
eral Somervell, but ranking Army officers 
denied the rumor, pointing out that Gen- 
eral Wheeler was only recently appointed 
to the general staff post. 

Now, however, the rumor appears to 
be at least half correct, for General 
Wheeler has been relieved and is now on 
a foreign mission. The “Army Group” as- 
signment is merely a convenient “melting 
pot” into which officers without specific 
assignments or with secret missions can 
be thrust. 

Basis for the rumor that Genera] Som- 
ervell is to be relieved from the post 
which he is agreed to have filled very 
capably is the belief of observers that he 
is scheduled for a less arduous job than 
the construction post which undermined 
the health of Somervell’s predecessor, 
Brig. Gen. Charles D. Hartman. 

Another assignment of importance this 
week is that of Brig. Gen. John N. Greely 
as head of a military mission to Arch- 
angel, Russian White Sea port. General 
Greely was in command of Ft. Sam Hous- 
ton, Tex. 


Soldiers Moved by Rail 


There were 215,709 Army officers and 
men moved by rail in October, an increase 
of 83,251 over the number moved in Sep- 
tember. This transportation was ar- 
ranged and directed by the Commercial 
Traffic Branch of the Office of the Quart- 
ermaster General, in cooperation with 
the Association of American Railroads, 

During October 617 special trains were 
used for movements of the Army. Rail- 
road equipment used included 3,199 sleep- 
ing cars, 2,290 coaches, 451 baggage cars 
for carrying baggage, 398 baggage cars 
for use as kitchens, 130 box cars, 496 
stock cars, and 1,298 flat and gondola 
cars. 

The movement of 215,709 officers and 
men during October was the largest for 
the quarter—during July 194,567 were 
moved by railroad and 182,389 during 
August.

Two Recommended for Medals 

For their heroie action in the rescue of 
an airplane pilot who crashed in an 
emergency landing near the shore, St. 
Set. Joseph E. Denning, and Pvt. 1 cl. 
Stanley J. Bogdan, Albrook Field, C. Z., 
have been recommended for the award 
of the Soldier’s Medal. 

On 2 Oct., 1941, the two men and Maj. 
Walter W. Gross, who piloted a rescue 
plane, were dispatched in an amphibian 
plane for the purpose of rescuing 2nd Lt. 
William FE. Miller, Albrook Field, who 
had crashed into the Pacific Ocean a few 
hundred yards off-shore near Chiman, 
approximately 75 miles from Albrook 
Field. 

The rescue plane observed the wrecked 
Army plane wedged in a ledge of rock 
approximately 100 yards off-shore. A 
landing was made, as the water receded 
rapidly. Sergeant Denning and Private 
Bogdan, with complete disregard for 
their personal safety, set out in a life raft 
to rescue the injured pilot. Rowing 
through water, heavily infested with 
sharks, the two soldiers, after much effort 
and danger, reached the injured lieuten- 
ant, placed him on the raft, and returned 
to the rescue plane, which had been 
moved far off shore because of the re- 
ceding tide. 





Trucks and Buses 
Detailed information from the nation’s 
truck and bus owners on their vehicles, 
given in answer to questionnaires by the 
Highway Advisory Committee to the War 
Department, is being tabulated by, Works 
Projects Administration workers. 
Replies have already been received 
from owners of more than a million and a 
half of the estimated five million trucks 
and buses in the United States. 


Cited for Medal Award

Knox Attends Indiana Launching 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox at- 
tended the launching of the Navy’s new- 
est battleship, the USS Indiana, held at 
the yard of the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Co., Newport News, 
Va, yesterday.

Arming of Merchant Vessels 


The first American armed merchant 
vessel will be sailing the high seas in less 
than one week’s time, according to See- 
retary of the Navy Frank Knox. Speaking 
at his press conference this week Secre- 
tary Knox said that the first 16 merchant 
vessels would be armed in 7 to 10 days, 
and estimated that all of the merchant 
vessels would be armed at the end of three 
or four months, although it may take a 
little longer to comnlete the task of arm- 
ing the entire merchant marine. 

Explaining that the arming of ships is 
being accomplished on both coasts, Sec- 
retary Knox said that the vessels are be- 
ing armed as rapidly as they can be taken 
from the sea. He said that arming of the 
newer vessels was comparatively easy 
since their decks did not have to be rein- 
forced to support the guns, It will take 
a bit longer, Secretary Knox pointed out, 
to arm the older vessels, since the decks 
would have to be strengthened. 

Asked whether gun crews were avail- 
able for the merchant vessels, Secretary 
Knox stated that these crews were al- 
ready available and could be place aboard 
the vessels immediately. He said that the 
only shortage at the present time was in 
short-range anti-aircraft guns, but ex- 
plained that this shortage would be 
eliminated within the next few months. 

The Secretary explained that it would 
require approximately 1,200 men to man 
the guns on the merchant vessels, and it 
is assumed that these men will be drawn 
largely from the V-7 class of Naval Re- 
serve, a large proportion of whom have 
heen given special gunnery training at 
the Naval Academy. Knox estimated that 
it would require from 12 to 18 gun crew 
members for each ship.

Navy Dental Exam 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that the next examination for ap- 
pointment as Assistant Dental Surgeon, 
Dental Corps, U. 8. Navy, with the rank 
of lieutenant (jg) has been scheduled for 
9 Feb. 1942, at the naval training stations 
at Norfolk, Va., Great Lakes, Ill., and 
San Diego, Calif.

Special Course at Leavenworth 


Approximately 350 officers of the Army 
will study the problems of staff work of 
the higher Army echelons in the sixth 
special two-months course at the Com- 
mand and General Staff School, Ft. Lea- 
venworth, Kan, The course will begin 18 
Dec, 1941. Instruction in the duties of 
the four staff sections, G-1, personnel;

The Secretary of the Navy announced 
this week that a Board of Naval Officers

Simultaneously, commanding officers of 
all units afloat and ashore were called 
upon to submit their nominations for tem- 
porary promotions of personnel falling 
within those three categories to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation by 31 Jan., 1942.

Naval Reserve, 
while enlisted men (chief petty officers 
and petty officers 1st class) will be con- 
sidered for temporary promotions to en- 
sign or to warrant grades. 

Those nominated by their commanding 
officers will be considered on the basis of 
their officer-like qualities, educational 
background, professional skill and other 
related factors, All nominations, it was 
explained, must be accompanied by a re- 
port of a special physical examination 
showing the nominee to be physically 
qualified for advancement.

A decision from the Comptroller Gen- 
eral on whether or not payment of cloth- 
ing savings accrued to 15 Sept. 1940 might 
be paid to Marine Corps personnel before 
the expiration of their enlistments has 
not yet been received at Marine Corps 
Headquarters. Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, the Major General Commandant, 
some time ago wrote the Comptroller Gen- 
eral asking a ruling on whether such pay- 
ments would be legal but as yet no deci- 
sion has been rendered. 

The Army on 20 Aug., was authorized 
by the War Department to pay the un- 
paid balances of money due enlisted men 
for clothing savings accrued prior to 15 
Sept. 1940. Inasmuch as Marine Corps 
enlisted personnel are virtually in the 
same category as Army enlisted personnel 
in matters of payment and issuance of 
clothing—that is regulations governing 
oth are almost identical—it appeared to 
ve unfair that the Army could pay ac- 
crued clothing savings and the Marines 
prohibited the same privelege. Therefore 
General Holeomb requested a decision 
from the Comptroller General of the va- 
lidity of making such payments to Ma- 
rine personnel. The decision has been ex- 
pected for some time, and it is felt that 
the Comptroller General will hold that 
such payments are legal, 





Navy’s Bond Campaign 


Rear Adm. Charles Conard, (SC) USN- 
Ret., reported this week that sale of 
Defense Bonds and Stamps among Navy 
Department personnel has already to- 
talled $317,000, with indications that sale 
of bonds and stamps will be stepped up 
greatly in the next few months. 

While sale of the bonds and stamps be- 
gan in September among Navy Depart- 
ment personnel in Washington, civilian, 
enlisted, and officer personnel throughout 
the United States were not brought into 
the campaign until early in October. In 
an optimistic statement, Admiral Conard 
said that sale of the bonds and stamps 
was progressing beyond early expecta- 
tions. He expressed confidence that at the 
end of a year’s time, the Navy’s campaign 
would sell at least 40 million dollars in 
bonds and stamps. 

Publicity has been sent out to Navy 
personnel, urging them to buy bonds as 
Christmas gifts. Officials at the Navy De- 
partment said that sales should increase 





as a result of Christmas purchases. They 
pointed out, however, that the largest in- 
crease in sales would come early in 1942, 
when a payroll deduction plan will be put 
in operation. 

Already approved by the Comptroller 
General, the plan calls for the deduction 
of a percentage of the Navy 
salary to be diverted for the purchase of 
bonds, Thus, civilian employees in Navy 
Yards throughout the country, who are 
paid weekly, will be able to buy the bonds, 
allotting a portion of each salary check 
for their purchase. 

It was explained further that a similar 
allottment plan would be extended to per- 
sonnel of the fleet, who would be allowed 
to authorize certain deductions from their 
pay for the purchase of bonds. 

Admiral Conard said this week that 
Comdr,. Gerald A. Eubank, Deputy Coor- 
dinator of the Navy’s Defense Bond Pro- 
gram, was on the West Coast at the pres- 
ent time in connection with campaign ac- 
tivities at the large West Coast naval es- 
tablishments. 





Select Reserves for Transfers 


The Navy Department announced late 
last week that a board of Naval Officers 
will convene in Washington on or about 
1 Feb. 1942, to select naval aviators in 
the U. 8. Naval Reserve and U. S. Marine 
Corps Reserve for transfer to the line of 
the regular Navy. 

Selections of the Board will be made 
from a list of recommended applicants for 
such transfers and the number is to be 
determined by the President of the United 
States, Authority for such transfers are 
contained in Public No. 775 of the 76th 
Congress, enacted 27 August 1940. This 
is the second such board to convene since 
the passage of the act. 

Reserve officers whose applications are 
approved will be appointed in the regular 
Navy in the same grades they occupy in 
the Naval Reserve or Marine Reserve. 

Applicants must submit their applica- 
tions for such transfers through the com- 
manding officer under whom they are 
serving, or through the commandant of 
the Naval District in which their records 
ure carried. The applications must be 
submitted to the bureau by 15 Jan. 1942. 

In order to be eligible for consideration, 
an applicant must be less than 26 years 
of age on 30 June 1942; must have had 
not less than 18 months of continuous ac- 
tive service by 30 June 1942, and must 
be capable of meeting the moral, physical, 
mental and professional requirements de- 
manded by the Navy.

Navy Retired Officers 

The Navy Department this week ¢ 
pressed its opposition to enactment of 
R. 5556, which would advance on the pp 
tired list line officers of the Navy retired 
pursuant to the provisions of the act of 
3 March 1931. 

In a letter to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee the Navy pointed out that any 
change in law confers some benefits o 
detriments to officers which if extended ty 
officers retired under previous jaws 
“would result in instability and confy 
sion.” 

The 1931 act provided for retirement 
after specified years of service, if officers 
had not been promoted, and as a resul 
some officers were retired who had failed 
of selection only once, and some officers 
were retired who had never failed of se 
lection. 

The act was specifically criticized as 
applying only to such officers who were 
on active duty at the time the proposed 
bill becomes law. It might therefore apply 
to some officers not now on duty, who 
come on duty between the present time 
and date of enactment, and might not 
apply to some officers now on duty, 

Passage of the act would result in no 
increase immediately, but upon return of 
the officers concerned to the retired list 
would increase total retired pay by #, 
HOO per annum,

Service. The need for and justice of an upward revision of service pay is evident to 
any who will take the trouble to look at the facts. The last previous pay revision was 
in 1922 at which time the rates established in 1908 were largely retained—the average 
increase being very small. Thus, for all practical purposes, the officers are still being 
paid under scales set up thirty-three years ago. Against these facts it must be recalled 
that in recent years the schedules of pay have risen sharply in virtually every civilian 
trade and profession and that appreciable increases have been given to the employees 
of other governmental agencies. Indeed, the prevailing policy is to encourage move- 
ments designed te increase the worker's income. Increased costs of living, as well as 
higher standards of living, have marked the era. As if this situation were not enough, 
the service men and their families find that the emergency has presented them with 
financial problems they did not have before. Frequent changes of station, field 
maneuvers, temporary duty away from home posts, the shortage of government quar- 
ters, and many other factors have played havoc with the budgets. Exigencies of the 
service have made it rather common for an officer to find that he must maintain two 
homes, one for his family and one for himself, to have to keep much of his house 
furnishings and belongings in storage, to pay travel expenses to visit his family or 
have his family visit him. Officers coming into the service from civil life frequently 
suffer sharp drops in their incomes and there is always the expense of purchasing and 
maintaining military outfits while at the same time keeping up their civilian outfits. 
Congress—give the loyal men in the armed services higher pay schedules as a Christ- 
mas present! 


NLY seafaring men can appreciate fully the high degree of professional and 
O technical skill displayed by the officers and men of the USS Omaha in recogniz- 
ing the unmasking the German freighter Odenwald and in their subsequent action, 
not only in keeping her afloat after the Nazi crew detonated explosives in her hold, 
but also in bringing her into Puerto Rico under her own power. Add to their difficul- 
ties the fact that the recognition of the masquerader and the boarding by the salvage 
party took place in the early dawn when it was so dark that it was necessary to signal 
with searchlights. The efficiency of our Naval patrol and the qualities of seamanship 
revealed will not be lost upon the German Admiralty nor upon the Reichfuehrer. 
Unfortunately for our Navy personnel involved, the vessel can not be considered as a 
prize, nor can there be the award of prize money as in earlier days, since legislation 
some years ago forbade such payments. It should be noted that the libel filed in the 
District Court at San Juan was for civil salvage, The case comes clearly within the 
accepted definition of salvage. The vessel admittedly was in peril; her own master 
signalled that this was so and asked for succor for his crew. The original boarding 
party and the salvage party went into her holds and engine room at great risk, 
knowing that charges had been exploded and not knowing whether there would be 
further explosions nor how soon the vessei might roll over or plunge to the bottom. 
Without any help from the Nazis (as a matter of fact the Americans had to bring their 
own interpretors to read the German iabels in the engine room) the United States 
Navy men saved the ship from sinking and brought her into port with her important 
cargo intact. In view of these facts, the Court must award salvage and, in justice to 
the Navy men, there should be the same division of money among the officers and 
enlisted men as there would be if the same action had been taken by a vessel of the 
merchant marine. Because of the character of the present world conflict, Congress 
should also give consideration to the restoration of the system of prizes and prize 
awards which is so well recognized in international law and backed by years of 
precedent in this and other nations.

The emergency operations division 
comes into action whenever troops are 
used in disaster relief or in domestic dis- 
turbances of any sort. As stated above, 
services of this division were called up- 
en when the plant at Bendix was taken 
over by the Army. It was up to the divi- 
sion to determine the number of troops 
needed and to instruct them in their 
duties. 

In any civil disturbance this division 
would work toward a solution in coopera- 
tion with the Navy, the Department of 
Justice, the Adjutants General of the 
States, the State Guards, the Director of 
Civilian Defense and local law enforce- 
ment authorities. 

At the time of activation of the Pro- 
vost’s office, all officers and men assigned 
to military police units—the separate bat- 
talions, the companies of the square divi- 
sions, the platoons of the triangular divi- 
sions and separate detachments — were 
blanketed into a military police corps un- 
der control, for training purposes, of the 
military police division of the office of the 
Provost Marsha] General. The PMG, has 
jurisdiction over the training of his troops 
in much the same manner as any chief 
of branch. 

There is under study a system of 
schools for military police, the nature and 
location of which have not yet been de- 
termined. When and if such school or 
schools are established, it or they will 
function much like any other service 
school. In the school will be taught the 
duties of military police, use of weapons 
and similar subjects. A manual for mili- 
tary police is being prepared by the oflice 
for use as a basic training handbook for 
the individual officer and soldier. 


Primary requisite of a military police- 
man is intelligence ; length of service and 
police experience are of secondary im- 
portance. 

He should be able to control 
traffic, and to assist him in acquiring this 
knowledge an outstanding traflic control 
expert, 2nd Lt. A. R. Forster, Eng-Res., 
in civilian life director of training at 
Northwestern University’s traflic insti- 
tute, has been brought into the PMG of- 
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fice to prepare studies and publications 
on traflic control, combining civil and 
military traffic regulatory principles to 
the best advantage. 

The military policeman should be also 
a friend of the men of his organization. 
General Gullion, proud of the fact that 
during his term as Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral the court martial rate of the Army 
was substantially reduced, has announced 
a definite policy for military policemen 
to follow: Their job is to keep a soldier 
out of trouble rather than to arrest him 
after he gets into trouble. 

Primary duty of the alien division is 
to plan for custody of prisoners of war. 
Concommitant with this duty is the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining an informa- 
tion bureau through which the friends 
and relatives of prisoners can get in touch 
with them, send them supplies, and the 
like. During the World War this was a 
responsibility of The Adjutant General, 
but now it has been transferred to the 
PMG, 

To assist the Provost Marshal General 
in carrying out his duties in the field, pro- 
vost marshals are being named for each 
of the corps areas, to serve as his repre- 
sentatives, and these officers in turn are 
naming provost marshals at many sta- 
tions.

Recorded Music for Soldiers 


In order to determine the musical pref- 
erences of the average soldier, the 
Morale Branch of the War Department, 
in cooperation with the Carnegie Corpo- 
ration and the Joint Army and Navy 
Committee on Welfare and Recreation, 
will soon begin experimental tests at Ft.

Camp recreation oflicers and chaplains 
will direct the recorded concerts, during 
which will be played all types of music, 
ranging from the classical to the modern 
Boogie-woogie. As a result of these ex- 
perimental concerts, Army officials will 
ascertain just what the soldiers want in 
the way of recorded music. 
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Indoor Sports Arenas 


Field houses in 37 Army camps will 
furnish additional indoor recreation for 
soldiers during winter months, the War 
Department announced this week. 

These sports arenas, most of which will 
be completed by the end of November, 
will provide facilities for basketball, box- 
ing, wrestling, volleyball, tennis and bad- 
minton, as well as stage shows. 

Each building will contain 18,000 
square feet of hard wood playing floor 
space. The floor itself will be 180 feet 
long by 100 feet wide, and the distance 
from the floor to the arched ceiling will 
be 32 feet. The seating capacity of each 
will be 4,000, 


Dressing rooms, showers, lavatories, 
storage space, and a Post Exchange 


branch will be located around the sides 
and in the rear of the arena. A roofed 
porch 18 feet wide will extend across the 
front of the building.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Whatever may be the outcome of the Far Eastern negotiations 
which were resumed this week in Washington, the all important element of time is 
being gained. As the President and Secretary Hull, it is evident the far-seeing states- 
men of Japan wish to avoid war in the Pacific at least until after the fate of Russia 
shall have been decided. The military of that Empire, anxious to cover up the failure 
to conquer China, continue to believe their face can be saved by hostilities with the 
United States and Great Britain. They find support for this view in Premier Tojo’s 
“expectation” that “third powers” will refrain “from obstructing successful conclu- 
sion of the China affair,” that economic relations with Japan will be restored, and 
spread of the European war to East Asia will be prevented, and the charge of Foreign 
Minister Togo, that the United States and Great Britain “have even gone to the 
length of establishing encircling positions by inducing Australia, The Netherlands 
Bast Indies and the Chung-King regime to join in,” and by his further statement 
that the freezing of Japanese assets by ourselves and the British “constitutes a 
measure tantamount to rupturing economic relations.” But while the Minister, as 
his chief, emphasized the seriousness of the Anglo-American-Dutch pressure (now 
further increased by Anthony Eden’s warning that an attack on the Burma road would 
“greate a grave situation’), and the firm and resolute purpose to maintain the 
existence and prestige of the Empire, he made it clear he regards an “amicable con- 
clusion as by no means impossible.” 


These declarations were expressed as Special Envoy Kurusu was arriving in 
Washington. He came upon the recommendation of Admiral Nomura, the Japanese 
Ambassador, who has been zealously seeking a means to break the deadlock in the 
negotiations which have been in progress since last April. While Tokyo officially 
denies that Kurusu has any new instructions, it is the fact he has had thorough 
discussions with the Tojo Ministry, before his departure, and is informed of its 
viewpoint, His coming, moreover, has enabled the Ministry to decline to reveal to the 
Diet the details of the negotiations, and later to adjourn the short session fixed for 
that body in order that peace might continue. 


There are specific points upon which Japan has declared she will not yield— 
matters affecting her all important prestige in the Far East, adequate compensation 
for the costly operations in China, aud cancellation of the Triple Alliance Treaty. She 
is willing to withdraw from China eventually but not immediately. She wants to 
continue in occupation of strategic ports and points for a comparatively limited 
period. She will consent to the Open Door, which may be made meaningless as in the 
case of Manchuquo. She is willing to enter into a treaty of amity and understanding 
with the United States and Great Britain, which will offset the Triple Alliance. She 
is pointing out that despite that Treaty she has steadfastly maintained the policy 
of neutrality in connection with the war between Germany and Russia. In return 
for these and other concessions, she wants her assets unfrozen and normal commer- 
cial trade restored, so that her fuel may be replenished and factories reopened, and 
her ships ply the seas. 


But while all these points are inferable from the speeches to the Diet, and are 
being pressed by Messrs. Nomura and Kurusu in their conversations with the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Hull, reports come of an increase of the Japanese army in Indo- 
China, and concentration of a powerful force on the border of Thai, of enlarged 
mobilization in Japan—Minister Togo declared National Defense and diplomacy to be 
indefinable—and a passage by the Diet of an extraordinary military budget of $874 
millions. To show Japan as well as the Axis Powers, our determination to execute 
the foreign policy which Congress has approved, the President sought an additional 
$6.7 billions for the Army, the Navy and Defense Housing. This sum added to appro- 
priations already made will bring the net total of cash and contractural authorizations 
for National Defense, and assistance to the nations resisting aggression, to the colossal 
figure of $67.6 billions. Japan, as well as Germany, is faced also with the grant of 
$1 billion to Russia. 

The misunderstanding the Japanese and Axis governments have of the vote by 
which the House removed the bans imposed by the Neutrality Law, unquestionably 
is responsible for their mistaken estimate of the power of the President to pursue 
the foreign policy he has laid down. Involved in that vote was the dissatisfaction of 
numerous Congressmen with the manner in which the Administration is dealing with 
strikes, Also, these governments see national disunity in the coal dispute, and fail 
to appreciate the significance of CIO endorsement of the President’s foreign policy. 
The more enlightened officials realize that while there is quarrel domestically in 
America, there is overwhelming backing of the undeclared naval war being conducted 
against the Axis, and lend-lease aid, and in case of attack upon our vital interests, 
public sentiment would deal strongly with labor leaders, whose conduct bordered upon 
treason. Admiral Nomura is said to have a true understanding of the American situa- 
tion, and just as he held in check the firebrands in Japan, so he is continuing to 
represent to his government the truth about our affairs. It is this knowledge which 
is responsible for the renewed efforts being made to remove the strain in the Pacific. 
Whether the efforts will be successful cannot be safely predicted. The Chung-King 
government is apprehensive of concessions by the United States, which would precipi- 
tate its defeat. It may be said positively that no such concessions are in prospect. 
The President will not abandon that government, but will strengthen its position by 
requiring Japan to give up ambitious dreams regarding China and Indo-China. 


The capture of the Hamburg-American motorship Odenwald by an American 
cruiser in the South Atlantic, cannot be a cause of German protest. The vesse] was fly- 
ing the American flag and was painted with American colors. This was a flagrant mis- 
use of our Hag. The incident, of course, will be lumped with others against which the 
Germans have taken umbrage, but especially will rankle because of the 3,000 bales of 
raw rubber and tires, and peanuts and rice, which made up the captured cargo. Of 
greater importance to Germany is our armament of American merchant ships, those 
on the Icelandic and English runs to have precedence, according to Secretary Knox. 
That armed freighters will have a little better chance of escape from submarines 
and planes is obvious, but the sinking of British merchantmen shows that Axis sub- 
marines still will continue to take a heavy toll of English and Russian bound traffic. 
That our vessels plying to England will suffer may be expected, in spite of the pro- 
tection given them in convoy. 

The resignation of General Weygand must be accepted as an axis victory which 
have an important repercussion throughout the world and certainly as another 
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step toward full French collaboration with the conquerors. The possibilities are grim 
Weygand asked the French troops in north Africa who have stood by Petain to remaip 
loyal to the Marshal, an appeal undoubtedly inspired by German fear that they would 
join the Free French and strike the Axis forces in Lybia in their rear as the Britigp.

Medical Department—A history of the expansion of medical activities in the 
United States during the present emergency is now being compiled under the direction 
of Dr. John F. Fulton, chairman, of the division of Medical Sciences of the National 
Research Council, and professor of physiology at Yale University. The history will 
amalyze the expanded activities of civilian medical agencies as well as the govern- 
mental medical agencies from April, 1939, when defense expansion first began, until 
the end of the emergency. 

According to tentative plans, the general history of medical activities during the 
emergency will be contained in nine volumes, but this number is, of course, subject 
to future change. 


Realizing the future importance a history of the expanded Medical Department 
activities during the present emergency would have, Maj. Gen. James C. Magee, Sur- 
geon General of the Army, has stated that special emphasis would be placed on the 
history of the Medical Department divisicns since April, 1939, when an authorized in- 
qease in the Air Corps and in the forces at Panama signalled the beginning of 
defense expansion. 


With this end in mind, General Magee personally requested Col. Albert G. Love, 
MC, USA-Ret., to return to active duty for the specific purpose of supervising the 
present Medical Department history. Thus it is that Colonel Love is today busy 
organizing the history of the Medical Department since April, 1939, which tentatively 
will be contained in seven volumes, supplementing the nine general volumes men- 
tioned above. 


It is to be recalled that Colonel Love is a recognized authority on analytic his- 
tories of the Medical Department. It was he, together with Dr. Charles V. Davenport, 
eugenics authority of the Carnegie Institution, Washington, D. C., who published two 
volumes on “Defects Found in Drafted Men,” an analysis of the physical defects of 
men drafted during World War I. Another volume on “Army Anthropology” was also 
authered by Colonel Love and Dr. Davenport 

Colonel Love and Capt. Lewis H. Roddis, MC, USN, it was revealed this week, 
are co-editors of Volume VI of the general nine volume history, which will contain the 
“Medical History of Individual Operations and Engagements.” Col. George R. Cal- 
lender, MC, is editor of Volume II, which will give the history of “Offensive Weapons 
in Relation to Injury.” 

It was explained this week that the only other histories of Medica] Department 
activities are those which are concerned with the Civil War and World War I. The 
present history, when completed, will make the third analytical work completed, and 
the first to contain an analysis of all medical activities—civilian, military, and gov- 
emmmental. 


In a report submitted to the War Department late last week, General Magee 
stated that the death rate in the Army from diseases is now less than one-tenth what 
it was in the World War years of 1917-1918. General Magee also reported that the 
Yehereal disease rate is less than half what it was during that period. 


It was pointed out that in 1917, the annual rate for all venereal diseases was 107 
0 1,000 soldiers. The present annual rate, according to General Magee’s report, 
{pproximated 40 per 1,000 soldiers—a marked improvement. 


Dr. R. D. Gillispie, chief psychiatrist for the British Royal Air Force, and one 
of the greatest military psychiatrists in the world, delivered the Salmon Memorial 
lecture on psychiatry and mental bygiene this week at the New York Academy of 
Medicine. Dr. Gillispie spoke on “Psychoneuroses from the Standpoint of War Ex- 
berience.” Other lectures by the noted psychiatrist have been scheduled for Chicago, 
Ill, Toronto, Ontario, and San Francisco, Calif. 


Dr. William T. Davis, professor of ophthalmology, George Washington University 
School of Medicine, Washington, D. C.. announced this week that post-graduate courses 
In Aviation Ophthalmology and Aviation Medicine would be held from 24 Feb. 1942, 
and from 5-7 Feb., respectively. Many officers of the Army and Navy Medical Corps 
have been Scheduled to deliver lectures during the progress of the courses, details of 
Which will be presented in a future edition of the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL.

Quartermaster Corps—aAn airtight waterproof carton of a revolutionary type has 
heen developed for packing the experimental Army field ration recently devised at 
the Chicago, IIL, Quartermaster Depot for use by parachute troops, it was announced 
this week. 

Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski, commander of the Chicago depot, reported this 
week the ration will be packed in a waterproof folding carton which prevents its con- 
tents either from giving up moisture or absorbing moisture from the atmosphere. 

The heart of the new package, developed by a commercial firm, is a thermo plastic 
moisture-vapor resistant compound which, when applied to a folding carton, provides 
just as effective a barrier across the seal and other cut edges at it does to the unbroken 
surfaces. Its application, it was explained this week, produces a carton that has the 
same low moisture-vapor transfer rate as the coating material itself. 

Tests have been completed at the San Francisco Bakers and Cooks School on 
the new tomato bread, use of which is being experimented by the Quartermaster 
Corps. The bread is made by adding tomato juice or canned tomatoes to the dough 
mixture. Although there is no expectation that tomato bread will become a standard 
item of Army fare, tests are nevertheless being made on the tomato bread, which is 
said to contain many added vitamins, 

The War Department has announced that the Quartermaster Corps is expediting 
delivery before 15 Deec., of about 2 harbor boats, most of which will be used by the 
Coast Artillery Corps. It was explained that speedy delivery is necessary since some 
of the boats are being delivered by way of the Great Lakes and the New York Barge 
Canal, which will be blocked by ice later, 


Ordnance Department—Biggest item in the $6,687,369,046 emergency supplemental 
appropriation requested by President Roosevelt this week is $3,719,883,246 for the 
Ordnance Department. This sum would be used in the production of tanks, guns, and 
all manner of arms for the Army and would also be used for the production of ord- 
nance items as part of the lend-lease program. 

The War Department has announced that Newport, Ind., has been chosen as the 
general location for a new plant for the manufacture of high explosives for the Ord- 
nance Department. The site of the plant will comprise approximately 18,000 acres and 
the plant will employ about 3,400 persons per day on a three-shift basis. The new 
Ordnance plant will be known as the Wabash River Ordnance Works. 

The Morgantown Ordnance Works, Morgantown, W. Va., was formally opened 
this week. The plant, built at a cost of $38,000,000, will produce anhydrous ammonia, 
used in the manufacture of high explosives for ammunition. It is the first of the new 
ammonia plants being built and opersted by the Army to begin operation, and is one 
of two largest of its type in the world. 

The ten-thousandth .50-caliber aircraft machine gun to be produced by the High 
Standard Manufacturing Co., New Haven, Conn., was presented to the Ordnance 
Department on 15 Nov., at ceremonies at the High Standard plant. Brig. Gen. R. H. 
Somers, Assistant Chief of Industria] Service, Inspection, Ordnance Department, 
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Foreign Affairs—Whatever may be the outcome of the Far Eastern negotiations 
which were resumed this week in Washington, the all important element of time is 
being gained. As the President and Secretary Hull, it is evident the far-seeing states- 
men of Japan wish to avoid war in the Pacific at least until after the fate of Russia 
shall have been decided. The military of that Empire, anxious to cover up the failure 
to conquer China, continue to believe their face can be saved by hostilities with the 
United States and Great Britain. They find support for this view in Premier Tojo’s 
“expectation” that “third powers” will refrain “from obstructing successful conclu- 
sion of the China affair,” that economic relations with Japan will be restored, and 
spread of the European war to East Asia will be prevented, and the charge of Foreign 
Minister Togo, that the United States and Great Britain “have even gone to the 
length of establishing encircling positions by inducing Australia, The Netherlands 
Past Indies and the Chung-King regime to join in,” and by his further statement 
that the freezing of Japanese assets by ourselves and the British “constitutes a 
measure tantamount to rupturing economic relations.” But while the Minister, as 
his chief, emphasized the seriousness of the Anglo-American-Dutch pressure (now 
further increased by Anthony Eden’s warning that an attack on the Burma road would 
“greate a grave situation”), and the firm and resolute purpose to maintain the 
existence and prestige of the Empire, he made it clear he regards an “amicable con- 
clusion as by no means impossible.” 


These declarations were expressed as Special Envoy Kurusu was arriving in 
Washington. He came upon the recommendation of Admiral Nomura, the Japanese 
Ambassador, who has been zealously seeking a means to break the deadlock in the 
negotiations which have been in progress since last April. While Tokyo officially 
denies that Kurusu has any new instructions, it is the fact he has had thorough 
discussions with the Tojo Ministry, before his departure, and is informed of its 
viewpoint. His coming, moreover, has enabled the Ministry to decline to reveal to the 
Diet the details of the negotiations, and later to adjourn the short session fixed for 
that body in order that peace might continue. 


There are specific points upon which Japan has declared she will not yield— 
matters affecting her all important prestige in the Far East, adequate compensation 
for the costly operations in China, aud cancellation of the Triple Alliance Treaty. She 
is willing to withdraw from China eventually but not immediately. She wants to 
continue in occupation of strategic ports and points for a comparatively limited 
period. She will consent to the Open Door, which may be made meaningless as in the 
ease of Manchuquo. She is willing to enter into a treaty of amity and understanding 
with the United States and Great Britain, which will offset the Triple Alliance. She 
is pointing out that despite that Treaty she has steadfastly maintained the policy 
of neutrality in connection with the war between Germany and Russia. In return 
for these and other concessions, she wants her assets unfrozen and normal commer- 
cial trade restored, so that her fuel may be replenished and factories reopened, and 
her ships ply the seas. 


But while all these points are inferable from the speeches to the Diet, and are 
being pressed by Messrs. Nomura and Kurusu in their conversations with the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Hull, reports come of an increase of the Japanese army in Indo- 
China, and concentration of a powerful force on the border of Thai, of enlarged 
mobilization in Japan—Minister Togo declared National Defense and diplomacy to be 
indefinable—and a passage by the Diet of an extraordinary military budget of $874 
millions. To show Japan as well as the Axis Powers, our determination to execute 
the foreign policy which Congress has approved, the President sought an additional 
$6.7 billions for the Army, the Navy and Defense Housing. This sum added to appro- 
priations already made will bring the net total of cash and contractural authorizations 
for National Defense, and assistance to the nations resisting aggression, to the colossal 
figure of $67.6 billions. Japan, as well as Germany, is faced also with the grant of 
$1 billion to Russia. 

The misunderstanding the Japanese and Axis governments have of the vote by 
which the House removed the bans imposed by the Neutrality Law, unquestionably 
is responsible for their mistaken estimate of the power of the President to pursue 
the foreign policy he has laid down. Involved in that vote was the dissatisfaction of 
numerous Congressmen with the manner in which the Administration is dealing with 
strikes, Also, these governments see national disunity in the coal dispute, and fail 
to appreciate the significance of CIO endorsement of the President’s foreign policy. 
The more enlightened officials realize that while there is quarrel domestically in 
America, there is overwhelming backing of the undeclared naval war being conducted 
against the Axis, and lend-lease aid, and in case of attack upon our vital interests, 
public sentiment would deal strongly with labor leaders, whose conduct bordered upon 
treason. Admiral Nomura is said to have a true understanding of the American situa- 
tion, and just as he held in check the firebrands in Japan, so he is continuing to 
represent to his government the truth about our affairs. It is this knowledge which 
is responsible for the renewed efforts being made to remove the strain in the Pacific. 
Whether the efforts will be successful cannot be safely predicted. The Chung-King 
government is apprehensive of concessions by the United States, which would precipi- 
tate its defeat. It may be said positively that no such concessions are in prospect. 
The President will not abandon that government, but will strengthen its position by 
requiring Japan to give up ambitious dreams regarding China and Indo-China. 


The capture of the Hamburg-American motorship Odenwald by an American 
cruiser in the South Atlantic, cannot be a cause of German protest. The vessel was fly- 
ing the American flag and was painted with American colors. This was a flagrant mis- 
use of our flag. The incident, of course, will be lumped with others against which the 
Germans have taken umbrage, but especially will rankle because of the 3,000 bales of 
raw rubber and tires, and peanuts and rice, which made up the captured cargo. Of 
greater importance to Germany is our armament of American merchant ships, those 
on the Icelandic and English runs to have precedence, according to Secretary Knox. 
That armed freighters will have a little better chance of escape from submarines 
and planes is obvious, but the sinking of British merchantmen shows that Axis sub- 
marines still will continue to take a heavy toll of English and Russian bound traffic. 
That our vessels plying to England will suffer may be expected, in spite of the pro- 
tection given them in convoy. 

The resignation of General Weygand must be accepted as an axis victory which 
will have an important repercussion throughout the world and certainly as another 
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step toward full French collaboration with the conquerors. The possibilities are grip 
Weygand asked the French troops in north Africa who have stood by Petain to remajy 
loyal to the Marshal, an appeal undoubtedly inspired by German fear that they would 
join the Free French and strike the Axis forces in Lybia in their rear as the Britigp. 
French Forces are advancing from Egypt. What the Axis would like, of course, jg 
that enough of the French would reerforce their command, which probabiy woulg 
enable the infliction of a disaster on the British. Involved also is the possible use of 
the French fleet to convoy men and munitions across the Mediterranean. Again there 
is the possibility that Spain, impressed by Axis power, will permit passage of German 
forces through her territory and from her ports to Morocco; and this would concer 
the United States since an objective weuld be Dakar whence planes could fly to Brazil 
and from which submarines could issuc to harass and sink British merchantmey 
bound for England and American freighters taking supplies to Egypt and Persia, 
Into this picture also enters Russia, row sharply critical of Britain because of her 
failure to establish a second front on the European continent. Probably Petain, before 
pressing for Weygand’s resignaticn, learned of Russia’s dissatisfaction with her 
ally, and he may believe that Stalin intends to make peace with his enemy, or it 
may be that he was tempted by German concessions—release of Frenchmen held as 
prisoners, to establish his capital at Paris, etc. Whatever his reason for the rejection 
of Weygand his action has causeG President Roosevelt to terminate the delivery of 
food and other necessary materials to the French colonies in Africa and to announce 
that our situation and policy vise-a-vise the Petain government requires revision. This 
may mean the recall of Ambassador Leahy from Vichy, it may mean recognition of 
the Free French government. Only impending developments will determine what our 
course shall be. There is one other possibility that must not be overlooked. Japanese 
militarists may regard the close French raproachment with the Axis as a reason for 
refusal to meet American proposals regarding the Far East and thus would be brought 
to an unsuccessful end the negotiations designed to prevent war in the Pacific. 


Army Air Forees—Daily the Army Air Forces is growing: and just how large j 
will be eventually is more or less conjecture. There are some officers who feel that in 
the future the Air Forces will have a total strength of a 
GO! million men. If it continues to expand as it has in the past 
two years, that date is not far off. 

‘ The recent Air Forces announcement that the current 
‘4 Group Program is being expanded to provide 84 Combat 
Groups is indicative of the way the Air Forces has grown. 
On 30 June, 1941, the strength of the Air Forces was 146,070 
officers and enlisted men. If the present plans to realize the 
84 Group Program by the end of this fiscal year are carried 
out, it is estimated thut the strength of the Air Forces will be 
between 400,000 and 500,000 officers and enlisted men. Yet 
there is every indication that this is not the end. 





The 84 Group Program was announced on 23 Oct. Within less than one month 
after that program was announced the highest Air Corps officers are talking of an 
Air Force of 600,000 enlisted men. This indicates that with the long-range program in 
motion there is not going to be any let-up. 

Perfection of a new process for inspection of bonded bearings that will be the 
means of preventing some of the occasional inexplicable airplane engine failures, com- 
mercial as well as military, was announced recently by Mr. F. C. Kroeger, Vice Presi- 
dent of General Motors and General Manager of the Allison Division of General 
Motors. The development was made by the Allison Division, which manufactures 
Allison engines used in American and British fighting planes, will be available to such 
other manufacturers as the Air Corps designates. Mr. Kroeger further disclosed that 
Allison has received permission from the Air Corps to inspect, with the new process, 
the bearings in engines now in the hands of airplane manufacturers as rapidly as 
possible. The new process is said to be inexpensive, highly practicable, and fool-proof. 
Its details are regarded as a military secret. 

Mr. Ernest Smith, director of athletics for the Southeast Training Center, recently 
became interested in determining what muscles a pilot uses most in flying, and he 
set about to find out. Mr. Smith wanted this information in order to have substantial 
basis for the present physical training now underway throughout the seven states 
of the training center. So a cadet was stripped, put in the cockpit of an airplane, aud 
asked to go through the motions of flying. Experts watched what muscles were most 
used by the flier and took technical notes on the same. Now, throughout the Southeast 
a program is in vogue to “develop” those muscles most taxed by flying and one par 
ticular cadet is becoming famed as “Lord Godiva.” 


The notable record of performance of American-made planes used by the British 
in the European war is continuing to grow. The most recent disclosure by the British 
Press Service is that it was an American-built bomber, the Glenn L. Martin Maryland 
(B-26 in the U. S. Army Air Forces), that spotted the Italian convoy of 11 ships that 
the Royal Navy sank. The Maryland, according to the British, was on reconnaissance 
when it spotted the convoy. It immediately radioed the position of the convoy and the 
Royal Navy, with no loss to themselves “administered the coup de grace.” Another 
feature of the Air Force activity in the Middle East front was also carried out by 
American-built planes. Successful raids were made with Marylands on the Derna, 
Cicernaica, harbor, and on Benghazi and other North African airdromes, the an- 
nouncement said.

Medical Department—A_ history of the expansion of medical activities in the 
United States during the present emergency is now being compiled under the direction 
of Dr. John F. Fulton, chairman, of the division of Medical Sciences of the National 
Research Council, and professor of physiology at Yale University. The history will 
amalyze the expanded activities of civilian medical agencies as well as the govern- 
mental medical agencies from April, 1939, when defense expansion first began, until 
theend of the emergency. 

According to tentative plans, the general history of medical activities during the 
emergency will be contained in nine volumes, but this number is, of course, subject 
to future change. 

Realizing the future importance a history of the expanded Medical Department 
activities during the present emergency would have, Maj. Gen. James C. Magee, Sur- 
gon General of the Army, has stated that special emphasis would be placed on the 
history of the Medical Department divisicus since April, 1939, when, an authorized in- 
qease in the Air Corps and in the forces at Panama signalled the beginning of 
defense expansion. 


With this end in mind, General Magee personally requested Col. Albert G. Love, 
MC, USA-Ret., to return to active duty for the specific purpose of supervising the 
present Medical Department history. Thus it is that Colonel Love is today busy 
organizing the history of the Medical Department since April, 1939, which tentatively 
will be contained in seven volumes, supplementing the nine general volumes men- 
tioned above. 


It is to be recalled that Colonel Love is a recognized authority on analytic his- 
tories of the Medical Department. It was he, together with Dr. Charles V. Davenport, 
eugenics authority of the Carnegie Institution, Washington, D. C., who published two 
volumes on “Defects Found in Drafted Men,” an analysis of the physical defects of 
men drafted during World War I. Another volume on “Army Anthropology” was also 
tuthored by Colonel] Love and Dr. Davenport 

Colone] Love and Capt. Lewis H. Roddis, MC, USN, it was revealed this week, 
are co-editors of Volume VI of the general nine volume history, which will contain the 
“Medical History of Individual Operations and Engagements.” Col. George R. Cal- 
lender, MC, is editor of Volume II, which will give the history of “Offensive Weapons 
in Relation to Injury.” 


It was explained this week that the only other histories of Medica] Department 
activities are those which are concerned with the Civil War and World War I. The 
present history, when completed, will make the third analytical work completed, ané 
the first to contain an analysis of all medical activities—civilian, military, and gov- 
ernmental. 


In a report submitted to the War Department late last week, General Magee 
stated that the death rate in the Army from diseases is now less than one-tenth what 
twas in the World War years of 1917-1918. General Magee also reported that the 
venereal disease rate is less than half what it was during that period. 

It was pointed out that in 1917, the annual rate for all venereal diseases was 107 
1 1000 soldiers. The present annual rate, according to General Magee’s report,

Tests have been completed at the San Francisco Bakers and Cooks School on 
the new tomato bread, use of which is being experimented by the Quartermaster 
Corps. The bread is made by adding tomato juice or canned tomatoes to the dough 
mixture. Although there is no expectation that tomato bread will become a standard 
item of Army fare, tests are nevertheless being made on the tomato bread, which is 
said to contain many added vitamins. 

The War Department has announced that the Quartermaster Corps is expediting 
delivery before 15 Dee., of about 20 harbor boats, most of which will be used by the 
Coast Artillery Corps. It was explained that speedy delivery is necessary since some 
of the boats are being delivered by way of the Great Lakes and the New York Barge 
Canal, which will be blocked by ice later, 


Ordnance Department—Biggest item in the $6,687,369,046 emergency supplemental 
appropriation requested by President Roosevelt this week is $3,719,883,246 for the 
Ordnance Department. This sum would be used in the production of tanks, guns, and 
all manner of arms for the Army and would also be used for the production of ord- 
nance items as part of the lend-lease program. 

The War Department has announced that Newport, Ind., has been chosen as the 
general location for a new plant for the manufacture of high explosives for the Ord- 
nance Department. The site of the plant will comprise approximately 18,000 acres and 
the plant will employ about 3,400 persons per day on a three-shift basis. The new 
Ordnance plant will be known as the Wabash River Ordnance Works. 

The Morgantown Ordnance Works, Morgantown, W. Va., was formally opened 
this week. The plant, built at a cost of $38,000,000, will produce anhydrous ammonia, 
used in the manufacture of high explosives for ammunition. It is the first of the new 
ammonia plants being built and operated by the Army to begin operation, and is one 
of two largest of its type in the world. 

‘he ten-thousandth .50-caliber aircraft machine gun to be produced by the High 
Standard Manufacturing Co., New Haven, Conn., was presented to the Ordnance 
Department on 15 Nov., at ceremonies at the High Standard plant. Brig. Gen. R. H. 
Somers, Assistant Chief of Industria] Service, Inspection, Ordnance Department, 
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represented Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, at the ceremonies. 
The ten-thousandth gun was received by Lt. Col. W. 8. Broberg, executive officer of 
the Hartford Ordnance District. 


Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, spoke this week at an inaugural 
meeting and dinner of the Hartford-Springfield Post, Army Ordnance Association 
at Hartford, Conn. In his address, General Wesson discussed Ordnance Department 
development as it concerned tank, artillery, antitank artillery, self-propelled gun 
mounts, antiaircraft artillery, and infantry helmets. 


Corps of Engineers— Col. Creswell Garlington, Ck, has been assigned to duty as 
Assistant to the Assistant Chief of Engineers, Brig. Gen. Clarence L. Sturdevant, CE. 


Three companies of the 84th Engineer Camouflage Battalion will be transferred 
from Ft. Belvoir, Va., to the Second, Third, and Fourth Armies for permanent change 
of station, the War Department announced this week. The movement will be made 
after 12 Jan., 1942. 


Company B will be assigned to the Second Army with station at Camp Joseph T. 
Robinson, Ark.; Company © will be assigned to the Third Army with station at Camp 
Claiborne, La.; while Company D will be assigned to the Fourth Army with station 
at Ft. Baker, Calif. 


Chaplains—Chaplain Frederick C. Frommhagen, Personnel Division, Office of the 
Chief of Chaplains, was the main speaker this week at the 20th annual convention of 
the Brotherhood of the Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium of Pennsylvania and Adja- 
cent States, which was held at Quakertewn, Pa. Chaplain Frommhagen spoke on “Our 
Responsibility to Men in the Service.” 


Navy Redistribution—In many Navy Department circles it is rumored that a re- 
distribution of the grades of the line of the Navy is being planned, possibly to be put 
into effect as of 1 January, 1942. Such redistributions are required by law to be made 
once a year, and the Navy customarily redistributes on 1 July of each year, its last 
redistribution having been made 1 July, 1941. The Marine Corps follows the same 
procedure, but advanced its last redistribution several months in order to obtain ad- 
ditional numbers of badly needed ranking officers. This action, however, occurred be- 
fore passage of the temporary promotion law, which permits virtually unlimited 
promotion to any commissioned or warrant grade. 


Basis of the Navy’s redistribution on 1 July was 7,192 officers. This number has 
been reduced somewhat because of normal attrition and because of the usual number 
of separations which occur each July as the result of selection procedure. As of 1 
Oct. it was estimated that there were 7,117 officers, a number which is being further 
reduced. However, in December, about 500 graduates of the Naval Academy will be 
added to the Navy, bringing the anticipated officer strength for purposes of redistribu- 
tion on 1 Jan. from 7,575 to 7,590. 


If a distribution of grades is made at that time, there will be no additional pro- 
motions to rear admiral since the statutory limitation on that grade has been reached. 
About 15 or 16 additiona] captains, 31 or 82 additional commanders, and correspond- 
ing vacancies in lewer grades probably would be created by such a redistribution. 


Mountain Troops—The War Department has reportedly made some sweeping 
changes in the 1942 Mobilization Plan and eliminated provisions for a full division of 
mountain troops and substituted in its place quotas for one reinforced regiment. Ac- 
cordingly orders have been issued to discontinue pians for a Triangular Division camp 
arm near West Yellowstone, Mont., and to start plans for a garrison of reinforced 
regiment only. In compliance with this order, planning at the site will now be on 
the basis of a garrison for only approximately 5,000 men, instead of the 35,000 
previously contemplated. 


The 1st Battalion of the 87th Mountain Regiment, the first Infantry regiment 
organized exclusively for mountain warfare, wus activated at Ft. Lewis, Wash., last 
Saturday. The buttalion will be organized along regular Infantry battalion lines, 
modified to meet mountain conditions, and probably will be assigned to the camp 
near West Yellowstone in event that a camp is built at that station. The 87th Moun- 
tain Regiment is a reinforced unit, and although its announced strength is 800 officers 
and men, it is expected that this will be expanded as soon as preliminary organization 
work is completed. 


A new field manual, entitled Basic Field Manual for Operations in Snow and 
Retreme Cold, will be issued tc men assigned to the 87th Mountain Infantry Regiment. 
The manual, compiled by experts on activities in cold climates, is filled with concise, 
important information for troops assigned to cold climates—especially mountain 
troops. The manual lists all types of information regarding protection from cold, care 
of clothing, and medical data on frostbite, freezing, etc. The manual is designated 
BFM 31-15. 


Aviation Cadet Act—Although a definite ruling from the Comptroller General has 
not been obtained on the question of payment of a $500 bonus to Air Reserve officers 
for each year of their service in that capacity, the wording of the Army Aviation 
Cadet Act, approved 3 June, 1941, appears so clear in itself that Army finance officers 
are paying the bonus without consulting Washington. In fact, regulations are being 
prepared by the War Department to assist in administration of the act, and it is 
understood the section relating to the $500 bonus will contain merely a reprint of the 
act. The act amends the act of 16 June, 1936, (which provided a flat $500 total bonus) 
in the following words: “Whenever any Air Corps Reserve officer who has not 
been selected for commission in the Regular Army is released from active duty that 
has been continuous for one or more years, he shall be paid a lump sum of $500 for 
each complete year of active service as such officer, and if released from active duty 
otherwise than upon his own request, or as a result of inefficient or unsatisfactory 
service as determined by the Secretary of War, such lump-sum payment shall be 
prorated for fractional parts of each year of such active service.” 

In the past finance officers, before paying the $500 total bonus, merely have re- 
quired evidence that the Air Reserve officer had not been tendered or had not accepted 
a commission in the Regular Army.

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The Soviet Russian Army. By Lieuten- 
gat Colonel Gaul. (Militddwochenblatt, 
» August 1941). 

Immediately following the outbreak of 
the German-Russian War, the German 
High Command publlished information 
pertinent to the regularity with which 
the Russians had increased their troop 
dispositions along the frontier since the 
beginning of 1940. A study of these dis- 
positions indicates that on 1 May, 1941, 
Russia had mobilized on her western bor- 
der; 118 infantry divisions, 20 cavalry 
divisions and 40 motorized and armored 
prigades: in all about 158 divisions. The 
tal strength of the Soviet Russian 
Army, according to this same report, is 
given as comprising 170 infantry divi- 
sions, 3344 cavalry divisions and 46 mo- 
torized and armored brigades; forces 
which represent from four to five million 
men. Even though we accept the figures 
of the press as ten to twelve million, this 
possibility must be reconsidered when we 
take into account that the arms, equip- 
ment and the command and staff neces- 
sary for such a mass are inadequate. 

The Red Army consists of two com- 
ponents—the Regular Army and the Mil- 
iia, Consequently, the Soviet Russian 
Army is composed of elements which rep- 
resent an assortment characterized by 
various degrees of training. Recent re- 
forms have not had sufficient time to be- 
cme effective. Troops of the Regular 
Army are referred to as cadre units, those 
of the Militia as territorials. The eadre 
wits are maintained by an annual en- 
listment of recruits, who are required to 
serve for two years. The territorials are 
given a very short period of training dur- 
ing the summer. In 1935 the ratio of 
cadre units to territorials was inverted 
from one to three to a ratio of three to 
one, respectively. 

Prior to enlistment a period of com- 
pulsory preliminary training is effected 
through the cooperation of the great peo- 
ple’s defense organization, known as Os- 
waviachim, with the Communist Youth 
Organization and the army. All between 
the ages of 19 and 41 are subject to call 
to active duty for a period of from two 
to three years, depending on the branch 
of service. 

The peacetime army consisted of 13 
nilitary districts, 35 infantry corps com- 
prising approximately 100 infantry di- 
visions (containing about 23 territorial 
divisions), 7 cavalry corps (12 of the 32 
cavalry divisions operated independent- 
ly), 5armored corps totalling 10 armored 
eee, and 1 motorized infantry bri- 
sade, 

The infantry corps was made up of 
from 3 to 4 infantry divisions plus 1 reg- 
iment of corps artillery, 1 battalion of en- 
sineers and some aviation. 

The cavairy corps consisted of 3 cav- 
ary divisions and corps troops. 

The infantry division comprised 3 in- 
fantry regiments, 1 regiment of field ar- 
tillery, normally 1 tank battalion, 1 re- 
connaissance detachment, 1 troop of cav- 
ilry, 1 eyelist company, 1 battalion of en- 
sineers, 1 signal battalion and some 
chemical troops. 

The cavalry division consisted of 2 
‘avalry brigades of 2 regiments each, 2 
hotorized infantry battalions, 1 horse- 
drawn artillery regiment, some tank 
units and engineer and signal troops. 

The Russian peacetime army may be 
considered as having consisted of approx- 

tely 300 infantry regiments or 819 

battalions, 128 cavalry regiments or 737 
oops, 28 armored regiments, 140 light 
artillery regiments, 35 regiments of heavy 
ry artillery and 20 artillery regiments

12 signal regiments, and other special- 
ized units consisting of 119 separate bat- 
talions, 300 companies and 75 troops, and 
some separate gas defense battalions and 
companies. 

Even in peacetime about one-third of 
the army was garrisoned in the military 
districts which onrdered the western 
frontier. The fact, that in June 1941 
these districts contained more than a 
third of the entire number of divisions 
and nine-tenths of the total number of 
air-landing fields, indicates that Russia 
was mobilizing for war against Germany. 

Assuming that the wartime army con- 
sists of a force that has resulted from 
doubling the peacetime army, we may in- 
fer that the principal arm is represented 
by 200 to 210 infantry divisions. If we 
add to these great organizations com- 
prising the army of cadre units a terri- 
torial army of similar strength but mi- 
litia-like in character, we may arrive at a 
theoretical wartime estimate of 10,000,- 
000 men, a figure which the Russian 
Army statisticians believe to be possible. 
In the final analysis all these figures are 
problematical. It must not be forgotten 
that the material available is the prod- 
uct of those dreadful years subsequent 
to 1917, years that were characterized 
by war, revolution and famine. 

Of greater importance than the numeri- 
cal estimate is the supply of arms, equip- 
ment and leaders. Consider the effects of 
the blood-purge of 1937. In 1936, follow- 
ing his visit to France as the representa- 
tive of the war commissar, Marshal Tu- 
chatschevski was to have attended the 
coronation ceremonies in London as the 
envoy of the Soviets. Instead of this he 
landed in the Lubianka Prison, where he 
received a bullet in the neck. About the 
same time, a large number of army 
commanders, corps commanders and com- 
manders of military districts were dis- 
posed of. The Chief of the Air Force and 
his assistant, the Chief of the Armored 
Force and the leader of the Ossoaviachim 
in White Russia were al] liquidated, a 
disposition which was followed by the 
murder of about a half-dozen admirals. 
The victims of the purge were not limited 
only to officers of high rank. According 
to careful estimates the officers on active 
duty during the period 1937-1938 suffered 
a loss of 20,000 dead or imprisoned, a 
figure which represents 25 per cent of 
their strength. 

It had been hoped that the infiltration 
of the political commissars among the 
units which comprised the army, the air 
force and the fleet would restore battle 
efficiency. Voroshilov referred to them 
as “the soul of Bolshevistic military vir- 
tue ... that miraculous cement” that 
should secure “the militant solidarity of 
the party.” A series of adversities suf- 
fered in the Russo-Finnish War, due in 
part to command interference by the po- 
litical commissars, resulted in initiating 
the elimination of the political elements 
from troop leadership. During the mid- 
dle of July, however, impressed by the 
military failures of the present war, the 
political commissars were being rein- 
stated and invested with increased au- 
thority. 

The air and armored forces, fondly re- 
ferred to as elite arms, are considered to 
be better disciplined than the other 
branches. The Russians have great con- 
fidence in their armored units, estimated 
as having from 12,000 to 15,000 tanks. 
About half are either obsolete or vulner- 
able to the fire of German antitank 
weapons. Supporting tanks with a large 
number of cavalry divisions appeared 
to have a definite justification when the 
peculiar character of the theater of op- 
erations was taken into account. This 
assumption has no more justification than 
had the employment of mounted units in 


the Polish campaign. 

The Air Force has about 12,000 planes, 
of which but one-third may be considered 
first class. An aggressive and technically 
superior opponent possibly could destroy 
this force within a comparatively short 
period of time. 

As a result of extensive propaganda 
and the infusion of the military system 
with the youth organizations, there is an 
abundant supply of officer replacements. 
The selection and training of cadets are 
the function of the numerous military and 
service schools. The ages prescribed for 
entrance are from 18 to 23 years. The 
curriculum covers a period of from 34% 
to 4% years and terminates with the 
award of a commission. The military 
school system is extensively developed. 
The 12 schools for the training of officers 
of advanced rank have very extensive 
training schedules, which adhere largely 
to fixed doctrine. 

In the final analysis, it will be the con- 
tinually phlegmatic character of the Rus- 
sian people that will decide the capabili- 
ties of the army and its officers. Their 
principles of leadership are based on 
those of the mass armies of Europe. Their 
objective will continue to be the complete 
annihilation of the hostile force, accom- 
plished by means of the attack, concen- 
trating on the main effort, organizing all 
available means of combat for the pene- 
tration and, if at all possible, effecting 
an envelopment. In actual practice, how- 
ever, Soviet Russian leadership will al- 
ways be subject to the unfavorable in- 
fluence of its lack of a sense of responsi- 
bility, its adherence to fixed doctrines, 
and the typical bungling of the Russian. 

The strength of the Soviet Russian 
Army lies in its abundant mass of avail- 
able man power. We may be assured that, 
when driven to the wall the Soviet Rus- 
sian will put up a stubborn fight and, 
when supported by strategically located 
fortifications, he will give a good account 
of himself. 


The Persian Gulf. By Dr. Otto Constan- 
tini. (Militdrwochenblatt, 5 September 
1941). 

England’s best means of communica- 
tion between the Mediterranean Sea and 
her possessions in southern Asia have 
been interrupted by unfavorable opera- 
tions in the northern portion of the Red 
Sea. She still has access, however, to the 
Persian Gulf, a route almost as good as 
the former. The Persian Gulf is contigu- 
ous to the Indian Ocean. It covers an 
area equal approximately to that of Scot- 
land and England. It contains numerous 
sand bars. Its depth averages 25 meters, 
but never exceeds 100. The delta formed 
by the confluence of the Euphrates and 
the Tigris has an annual overflow of 
from 40 to 50 meters. During the month 
of August the temperature of the Gulf 
water has registered as high as 35 de- 
grees Centigrade. 

The Persian country, which borders 
the eastern shore, is mountainous and 
more or less inaccessible. The western 
shore, however, is flat and indented with 
many bays. Traffic deep into the hinter- 
land, facilitated by the Euphrates and 
the Tigris, presents but little difficulty, 
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and favors the course of commerce from 
the Mediterranean via Bagdad to India 
and China. 

During the 19th century, the rich oil 
discoveries in Mesopotamia and the Iran- 
ian mountains induced England to con- 
sider the acquisition of the Gulf and cer- 
tain strips of land contiguous thereto, 
thus securing her communications with 
India by both land and sea, At the be- 
ginning of the 20th century, southern 
Persia came under English influence. 
After the conclusion of the World War, 
England was in a position to make the 
Persian Gulf exclusively a British sea, 
From Irak to the Gulf she kept sharp 
watch over all commerce and traffic and, 
a short time later, brought under her 
control the surrounding newly created 
states of Saudi Arabia and Oman. The 
Bahrein Islands in the Persian Gulf be- 
came developed into important naval and 
air bases. 

Recently Indian and Australian supply 
units were transported from North China 
via the Persian Gulf and the Port of 
Basra to the theater of operations in 
Africa. The sea route from Bombay via 
the Persian Gulf is but half the distance 
of that via the Red Sea. Without the 
rich supply of fuel the 870-mile route 
from Basra to the Mediterranean could 
not be covered without encountering 
great difficulties. With the attack against 
Iran the Persian Gulf again moves well 
into the foreground. 


Frequent Mistakes of Umpires. By 
Major von Petersdorff.

3. Announcing, “Don’t advance beyond 
this line.” 

4. Giving advice as to the intended 
progress of the exercise. 

5. Insufficient time alloted to permit 
the proper development of the exercise. 

6. Insufficient assessing of casualties 
in bth defense and attack.

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7. Permitting a long fire fight without 
accrediting fire superiority to either side. 

8. Giving information on enemy fire 
only to the leader without regard to the 
troops. 

9. Giving away the position through 
conspicuous exposure, 

10. Failure of a mounted umpire to 
inform the enemy umpire of the delivery 
of fire when the troops on the latter's 
side ignore it. 

11. General announcement: “This area 
covered by artillery fire” instead of giv- 
ing more pertinent information on dura- 
tion of fire, direction, caliber, ete. 

12. Failure to report independent ac- 
tlons and personal interpretations to 
higher umpires. 

13. “Machine-gun fire has ceased”—as 
though the enemy could fire interrupted- 
ly. It should be: “The enemy has lost 
fire superiority” or “He will fire only on 
troops who continue to move.” 

14. Announcing, “The enemy is falling 
back” instead of “Number one rifleman, 
from the enemy’s position you can see a 
man running to the rear.” 

15. Announcing “Gas” instead of “You 
ean smell mustard.” 

16. Permitting an attack to succeed 
without supporting fires, rushes or indi- 
vidual preparations, before the enemy 
wthdraws or is assessed heavy casualties. 

17. Failure of mounted umpire to fa- 
miliarize other umpires with the situa- 
tion. 

18. Failure to listen in when the pla- 
toon leader gives his orders, 

19. Failure to keep the troops under 
constant observation. 

20, Permitting one of the opposing 
forces to He in groups in the open without 
attempting to intrench or being assessed 
casualties, 

21. Announcing, “Take cover” or “Re- 
turn fire” instead of “Bullets are whin- 
ing past your ears.” 

22. Giving information of the terrain 
or from maps, when such information is 
either unknown to the troops or the use 
of maps forbidden to them. 

23. Failure to respect designated boun- 
daries, 

24. Failure to observe safety measures. 

25. Failure to have targets exposed, 

26. Failure to check the field of fire. 

27. Injecting restraining factors dur- 
ing a vigorous advance of the attack. 

28. Permitting troops to lie about idly 
without imposing “artillery fire” as a 
substitute for intrenching.

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U. S. COAST GUARD 





ECRETARY off the Navy Knox an- 
S nounced at his press conference this 
week that the Coast Guard is establish- 
ing a special training group at the Naval 
Operating Base, Hampton Roads, Va., in 
order to provide a pool of men trained 
in handling boats to be used in disem- 
barking troops from transports on open 
beaches or roadsteads. 

The men assigned to this new group 
will come to it prepared by previous 
training at other points, and will com- 
plete the second part of their training 
which will consist of the practical opera- 
tion of landing party boats. It was ex- 
plained that potential coxswains will be 
given training at lifeboat stations, while 
potential operators of the engines in 
landing party boats will be sent to the 
Coast Guard’s Norfolk, Va. Training Sta- 
tion, where they will be given a three 
months’ course in internal combustion 
engine operation and repair. 

Secretary Knox announced that at the 
present time there are approximately 580 
men who have completed preliminary 
training as coxswains, and about 50 men 
who have been trained as engine opera- 
tors, with expectations for another 50 
to complete engine training this month. 

Another press conference announce- 
ment stated that the Examining and 
Selection Board which met to consider 
records of warrant officers and enlisted 
men eligible for promotion to commis- 
sioned ranks not above lieutenant, has 
finished meetings. 

Officials at headquarters said this 
week that the report of the board was 
not yet ready, but intimated that from 
300 to 350 such appointments will be 
made. 


Coast Guard Strength 

Secretary Knox pointed out to report- 
ers that the Coast Guard has a_ total 
military strength of 23,879 persons and 
a civilian personnel of 4,990. Hie added 
that the Coast Guard has a fleet of 282 
vessels of various classes. 

In analysis of Coast Guard construc- 
tion now under way, Secretary Knox 
said that the following projects are 
nearing completion : 

One 230-foot, steel, ice-breaking tender for 
Greenland service. This vessel is a single 
screw with Diesel electric drive of 1800 H.P. 

Seven 180-foot steel tenders each of 1000 
I.P., and with single screw Diesel electric 
drive, These are ocean-going tender class 
vessels built with heavy scantling for ice 
breaking. (It is expected that 2 more ships 
of this class will be contracted for in the 
near future.) 

Three 113-foot steel river tenders, with 
twin serew, geared Diesel drive of 400 H.P. 

Two 110-foot steel harbor cutters, fitted 
for ice-breaking and with a powerful fire 
pump and monitor. The drive will be Diesel 
electric of 1000 H.P., single screw. 

One 110-foot steel barge for river work. 

One 73-foot steel river tender, single screw, 
Diesel drive of 300 H.P. 

One 65-foot steel buoy boat, Diesel driven, 
330 H.P. 


Forty 83-foot wood patrol boats, twin 
screw, 1200 H.P., gasoline engine drive. 
One 300-foot floating dry dock for the 


Coast Guard Yard at Curtis Bay, Maryland. 
This dock will have wood pontoons and steel 
wings. 


He explained that authorization has 
been received for the following addi- 


tional Coast Guard construction: 

Three 327-foot steel cruising cutters, twin 
screw, geared turbine drive of about 7000 
ILP. 

Four 260-foot steel, 5000-ton displacement 
ice breakers, each of 10,000 H.P., Diesel 
electric drive, twin screws aft, single screw 
forward, These vessels are to be of massive 
construction for very heavy ice breaking. 

Ten 255-foot steel, cruising cutters, single 
screw, electric drive, of 4000 H.P. These 
ships are to replace the ten lake-class, 250- 
foot turbo-electric cutters which were re- 
cently transferred to Great Britain under 
the Lend Lease Act. The new vessels will 
be either turbo-electric or Diesel electric 
drive, dependent upon what deliveries can 
be made by the machinery builders. 

One 125-foot steel tender, Diesel 
(now being designed). 

One 100-foot steel tender, 330 H.P., Diesel 
Drive (now being designed). 

In addition to the vessels listed above, 
two 300-foot building ways are under con- 
struction at the Coast Guard Yard and by 
the early part of next year the Yard will 
be building some of our own vessels. 

The Coast Guard tender class cutter 
Cactus was launched this week at Du- 
luth, Minn. 

The new 180-foot cutter, built at a 
cost of $673,299, is one of seven similar 
vessels being constructed for Coast 
Guard use, and according to officials at 
headquarters, will be utilized in the 
maintenance of aids to navigation.

Thompson Stars 

The Coast Guard Academy’s greatest 
feotball team in history closed its sea- 
son on 8 Noy., with a 57-0 victory over 
Middlebury College. Capt. John’ F. 
Thompson, who at the present time is 
third highest scorer in the country with 
100 points, ended the season with one of 
the most spectacular performances of 
any gridder this season. 

Ilere is the log of Thompson’s after- 
noon. He scored 39 of his team’s 57 
points, carried the ball 12 times from 
scrimmage and gained 99 yards—better 
than eight yards per try; scored 5 touch- 
downs: kicked six extra points; and 
kicked one field goal—all in 12 minutes 
of play. The Coast Guard eleven wound 
up its season with six wins and two 
losses, dropping one point games to Trin- 
ity and Wesleyan. The Cadets tallied 
236 points, while the opposition scored 
only 48 points. 

The Coast Guard has taken over the 
duty of fully maintaining four of the 
Navy transports, Secretary of the Navy 
Knox revealed this week. The Coast 
Guard has furnished the entire comple- 
ments of officers and men for the ves- 
sels: Hunter Liggett, Joseph T. Dick- 
man, Wakefield and Leonard Wood. 








Maintenance of Motor Vehicles 


Frequent inspections of motor vehicles 
was ordered this week by Lt. Gen. Ben. 
Lear, Commanding the Second Army. 
General Lear stated that reports incident 
to the maneuvers and recent inspections 
indicate a “serious lack of efficiency in the 
maintenance of motor vehicles of all types 
by Second Army units.” 


His order states: 

“Several months ago, the Army Commander 
expressed orally the suggestion that immedi- 
ately upon the completion of? a march or a 
day's operation, each organization conduct 
under the immediate supervision of a com- 
missioned officer a service and check pro- 
cedure which might be called ‘Motor Stables.’ 
Satisfactory results have not been obtained 
even where this procedure is being followed 
and increased effort must be made in this 
direction, More inspections of motor equip- 
ment and of the records pertaining thereto 
must be made. 

“It is directed that frequent inspections of 
vehicles and records be made as follows: 

“a. In Divisions by the Inspector General 
assisted for the purpose by one or more 
qualified officers of the Quartermaster Regi- 
ment or Battalion, preferably graduates of 
the Quartermaster Motor Transport School. 








Written report to be made to the Division 
Commander for such action as he deems suit- 
able, 

“b. In separate brigades and other separate 
units not part of or attached to a Division 
the Commander will himself, or through de- 
tail of an acting inspector assisted by a quali- 
fied Quartermaster inspector when available, 
make these inspections. 

“e, Motor equipment of troops attached to 
Divisions for training or otherwise will be 
included in the inspections prescribed above.”

Wednesday, 19 Nov, 1941, when 
the USS Farenholt, destroyer DD-491, 
slid down the ways at the Staten Island 
Yard of the Bethlehem Steel Co., Ship- 
building Division, Staten Island, N. Y.

Hills, Mass., was sponsor of the destroyer 
which is named in honor of her great 
grand-uncle, the late Rear Adm. Oscar 
W. Farenholt, USN. His son, Rear Adm. 
A. Farenholt, (MC) USN (Ret.), pre- 
sided at the launching.

Army Chief Warrant Officers 
Hitor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Now that the “smoke of battle’ over 
the warrant officer’ bill has partially 
deared up and the defeat of Rep. Faddis 
appears to be conclusive, the undersigned 
W. 0., now performing the duties of a 
field officer, fecls the urge to exercise an 
od soldier’s inalienable prerogative to do 
4 little bellyaching by pointing out the 
fact that, under the provisions of this 
legislation, as published in the August 
lith issue of the JouRNAL, not one war- 
tant officer who was ever required to 
demonstrate his proficiency before ap- 
Pintment will be eligible for promotion 
to permanent Chief! 

No warrant officer who successfully 
passed the 1935 examination for appoint- 
ment, the only one ever held, will have 
the required service in grade, and not one 
of them will become eligible for perma- 
tent promotion until he has served at 
least 33 years in the army! 

The fact that these men are fully quali- 
fed is attested not only by the fact that 
all successfully passed a rigid profes- 
sional examination before appointment, 
but also by the proclamations of officers 
uder whom they serve throughout the 
service, and, I dare say, by their effi- 
—_— reports on file in the War Depart- 

nt,

tally all of these men would have been 
appointed warrant officers more than ten 
years ago had there been vacancies, and

. 8, Army purge and a large number of 
TS Were dischraged in order in part 





to reduce the Army and smooth out the 
so-called hump created by the War De- 
partment in bringing these qualified offi- 
cers into the Army. From time to time up 
to 1934 officers were purged and retired. 
In 1934 and 1935 this was carried out in 
wholesale fashion due to the pay act of 
26 April 1934. 

To say nothing of the officers who may 
have been told to seek retirement for 
physical disability to avoid purge, be- 
tween the dates of 1 Dec. 1933 and 30 June 
1934, 310 officers were provisionally placed 
in Class B for purging, in anticipation 
and following this pay act, but actually 
only 18 of these officers were retired 
thusly, 167 of them were retired for 
physical disbaility with 75% of their pay, 
35 of these were restored to Class A by 
other War Department agencies, and 55 
were restored to Class A by the President, 
leaving only the 18 to be retired at 244% 
of their pay multiplied by the number of 
years service. This generally meant from 
25% to 40% of their pay in no case ex- 
ceeded 60%. 

No one with any degree of intelligence 
would contend for one moment that the 
physical conditions of these 167 officers 
changed overnight, especially after having 
been selected for purge. It simply meant 
that they generally appeared before 
friendly and sympathetic retirnig boards, 
nor is it believed that the conditions men- 
tally or otherwise changed in any degree 
as to the 35 retained by the War Depart- 
ment, and certainly the President did not 
in so short a time, as to the 55 officers 
carefully if at all consider the records 
which generally consisted of several hun- 
dred pages, then what actually happened 
to cause the War Department to be in 
error in about 94% of its cases assuming 
the final action to have been proper and 
correct. Then why should the 18 officers 
purged be so discriminated against. 

These 18 officers retired through force 
of law as well as others before and subse- 
quent amounting to about 125 in all were 
retired after ten or more years service, 
proven honest and faithful, some were 
wounded and received medals and re- 
ceive generally from 25% to 40% of their 
pay. This was carried out under section 
24b National Defense Act and pay act of 
26 April 1934. 

Now let’s compare that with the third 
purge going on today under the provisions 
of 8S. J. Res. 88 of 29 July 1941, Public Law 
190, 77th Cong. The War Department pos- 
sibly realizing that officers previously re- 
tired were unjustly treated provided that 
officers with World War experience nad 7 
years service (not necessarily honest and 
faithful) should be retired with 75% of 
their pay if they be selected. These offi- 
cers can be hopelessly inefficient brought 
about through their own misconduct and 
only a few years service are to be retired 
at 75% pay. Then too they are being 
selected at a time when the Army requires 
many trained officers hence they would be 
more apt to be truly inefficient than those 
previously selected to smooth out the 
hump, to reduce the Army and by force 
of law. 

The only fair thing for this government 
to now do in view of the apparent un- 
fairness to officers eliminated prior to the 
passage of S. J. Res. 88, which do not 
exceed 125 is to grant full 75% retired pay 
to them in order that they may receive the 
same treatment as officers today, provided 
they had World War service in any capac- 
ity, and as to those 18 placed in pro- 
visional class B between the dates of 1 
Dec. 1933 and 30 June 1934 and generally 
retired between 26 April 1934 and 30 June 
1935, they should be promoted to the grade 
they would occupy upon passage of such 
legislation had they not been so retired, 
especially if they had as much as 15 years 
service and were either wounded or re- 
ceived a medal, and those with 17 years 
service receiving both wounds and medals 
should be granted authority to be restored 
to the active list and restored to their 
original place on the promotion list as 
their retirement was brought about by law 
regardless of how efficient. These officers 
who are promoted or promoted and placed 
on active list should be granted construc- 
tive service since their retirement. Im- 
mediate legislation should, to bring this 
about, be introduced, passed and ap- 
proved by the President.

RCA Celebrates Two Events 


The simultaneous laying of the corner- 
stone for the new RCA laboratories at 
Princeton, N. J., and the celebration of 
the 15th anniversary of the National 
Broadcasting Company were the occa- 
sions last Saturday, 15 Nov., for speeches 
by Col. David Sarnoff, ORC, president of 
RCA; Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox; Under Secretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson; Maj. Gen. J. G. Harbord, 
USA-Ret., Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the RCA; Gano Dunn, member 
of the RCA Board of Directors; and Otto 
S. Schairer, vice-president in charge of 
RCA laboratories. 

“It is significant that we should lay 
the cornerstone for these laboratories on 
the same day that NBC celebrates the 
conclusion of fifteen years of network 
broadcasting,” said Colonel Sarnoff, 
whose message was radioed from the SS 
Matsonia en route from Honolulu to San 
Francisco. 

Colonel Sarnoff pointed out that, “both 
research and broadcasting are dedicated 
to public service. The research laboratory 
serves the public through the power of 
the human mind to translate the laws of 
nature in terms of useful services and 
products,” said Colonel Sarnoff, who 
added that “the broadcasting network 
is of service to the people through the 
ability of men and women to express ideas 
and emotions in terms of human under- 
standing.” 

General Harbord, who layed the cor- 
nerstone at the new RCA laboratories, 
said “When the danger to freedom is re- 
moved by the defeat of war-mongering 
dictators—and their ultimate defeat is 
certain—the peace-time industrial ap- 
plication of scientific research will be- 
come a more vital factor than ever be- 
fore.” 

In laying the cornerstone, eneral Har- 
bord, former Chief of Staff of the AEF, 
sealed into place an air-tight lead box 
containing radio and electronic devices, 
as well as literature, representative of 
current development in the Radio Age. 

Participating in the radio program cele- 
bration the 15th anniversary of NBC, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox said, “Along 
with other modern media of information 
—the newspapers, the magazines, the 
films and others—the radio is doing its 
part to bring about that unity of determi- 
nation, unity of effort, and unity of ideals, 
which must culminate in this nation’s 
unity of purpose.” 

In his address, Under Secretary of War 
Patterson said, “Everyone listening to my 
voice tonight is important, and radio has 
given you a large part of your power. It 
has broadened and strengthened the base 
of public opinion, and it has made it pos- 
sible for the voice of the people to be 
heard around the world.” 

Mr. Dunn expressed confidence in his 
address that the new RCA laboratories 
at Princeton would stand out in the years 
to come as the nation’s and probably the 
world’s foremost center of radio and elec- 
tronic research. He said that, “the great 
idea behind all this activity is that in our 





field, research is the price of continueg 
success; and that the results yielded 
research are not speculative but certain,” 
Mr. Schairer, who supervised the op. 
ganization and planning of the labor. 
tories, said that the work of the radi 
engineers and scientists “is vital to every 
phase of national defense and security” 





Navy, Marine $10 Bonus 


A number of additional related ques 
tions have been decided by the Comp 
troller General in connection with his de 
cision that enlisted men of the Navy ang 
Marine Corps are entitled to the bonng 
of $10 a month which was provided by 
Congress for enlisted men of the Army 
in the Service Extension Act of 1941, 

The decision of the Comptroller Gep. 
eral, holding that Navy and Marine ep. 
listed men who have served 12 months are 
entitled to the bonus, was printed on the 
first page of the 1 Nov. issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

Among the rulings of the Comptroller 
General are the following: 

Enlisted men of the Naval or Marine Corps 
Reserve must have had 12 months of active 
service, other than training duty as reservists, 
subsequent to 27 Aug. 1940, under statutory 
provisions comparable to Public Resolution 
No. 96 of 27 Aug. 1940, before they are en- 
titled to the $10 additional pay authorized by 
section 8 of the Service Extension Act of 191 
for each month of service in excess of 2 

Members of the Fleet Reserve must have 
had 12 months of active service subsequent 
to 27 Aug. 1940, under statutory provisions 
comparable to Public Resolution No. 96 of 7 
Aug. 1940—as distinguished from service in 
the Regular Navy prior to their transfer to 
the said Reserve—before they are entitled to 
the $10 additional pay. 

Retired enlisted men of the Regular Navy 
are members of the Regular Navy and when 
recalled to active duty may count their ser- 
vice prior to 19 Aug. 1941, in determining the 
date on which they are entitled to the $10 ad- 
ditional pay authorized by section 8 of the 
Service Extension Act of 18 Aug. 1941, for 
each month of service in excess of 12. 

In determining whether an enlisted man of 
the Regular Navy or Marine Corps has had 
12 months’ service within the meaning of the 
Service Extension Act, there may be counted 
not only service in his current enlistment 
but, also, service in a prior enlistment, 

After an enlisted man once has become et 
titled to the $10 additional pay his right to 
such pay continues during the period speci 
fied in the statute without regard to whether 
his service during such period is performed 
under more than one enlistment, 

An enlisted man of the Regular Navy may 
count prior active service in the Naval Re 
serve in determining whether he has had 2 
months’ service within the meaning of the 
Service Extension Act. 

Time absent in a nonpay status may not be 
counted in determining whether enlisted meo 
of the Navy, Marine Corps, and the reserve 
components thereof on active duty have had 
12 months’ service within the meaning of the 
Service Extension Act. 

The $10 additional pay may be prorated for 
a fraction of a month’s service. 

Since the $10 additional pay is, by the terms 
of the statute, payable “in addition to the 
amounts otherwise payable,” it should not 
be added to the base pay for the purpose of 
computing longevity pay, aviation pay, or 
one-fourth additional pay under section 1 
Revised Statutes, for detention after expira- 
tion of enlistment. 

In the case of a general court-martial pris- 
oner whose pay is forfeited under the terms 
ot his sentence, the $10 additional pay should 
not be credited. 

Since the $10 additional pay to be paid to 
enlisted men of the Regular Army is, by the 
terms of the statute, payable for each a 
of military service in excess of 12 rende! 
“after the date of enactment” of said statute, 
the statute is also effective only on and a 
19 Aug. 1941, with respect to personnel of t 
Regular Navy.

Warrant Examination 


Announced 

Long-awaited approval of the regula- 
tions for appointment of warrant officers 
(junior grade) in the Army was given by 
the War Department this week. 

The department simultaneously an- 
nounced the procedure to be followed in 
holding the examinations. This procedure 
will be incorporated in a War Department 
circular soon to be issued, pending pub- 
lication of a new Army Regulation. 

Text of the announcement follows: 

The War Department announced today that 
examinations would be conducted to estab- 
lish eligibility for appointment of approxi- 
mately six thousand warrant officers (junior 
grade) in the Army of the United States. 
This new military status was recently estab 
lished to provide the Army with a selected 
group of young, highly trained administra- 
tive and technical specialists. It is consid- 
erably different from the former conception 
of the warrant officer grade. The status of 
warrant officer (junior grade) assumes 
especial importance at this time in that it 
offers additional opportunity for promotion 
to enlisted men who, at the time of appoint- 
ment, have completed their first year of ser- 
vice. Warrant officers hold rank just below 
that of commissioned officers but above that 
of non-commissioned officers, 

Appointments will be made from among 
those qualified individuals whose experience, 
education, and general qualifications fit them 
for assignment to administrative positions 
under clerical, fiscal, or supply classifica 
tions, or for a technician specialist position 
classified as aviation, construction and utility, 
motor transport, munitions or armament, 
signal communication, or tank, 

Persons who are eligible to apply for ap 
pointment as warrant officer (junior grade) 
include commissioned officers of the Army 
of the United States other than those com- 
missioned in the Regular Army, former 
officers of the Regular Army whose separa 
tion from active service was under honorable 
conditions, enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States, and former enlisted men of 
the Regular Army who were discharged 
under honorable conditions. Candidates from 
the enlisted ranks must have attained a score 
of 110 or more on the Army general classifica 
tion test. All applicants must be male citi- 
zens of the United States between the ages 
of 21 and 45 years, physically qualifified, and 
must have completed at least one year’s active 
duty in the Army of the United States at the 
time of appointment. Applicants who 
not in the active service of the Army of the 
United States may procure blank forms from 
and submit their applications to the nearest 
Army Post commander. Applications must 
be submitted by 15 Dee. 1941. 

A preliminary examination will be con 
ducted at Army posts by boards of officers, 
who will interview the applicants, and de 
termine whether or not they possess the 
moral character, general fitness, and educa- 
tional and technical qualifications necessary 
to justify further consideration, 

A final written examination prepared by 
The Adjutant General will be conducted by 
post commanders on 17-18 March 1942, This 
examination will consist of two parts. The 
first will be a general educational examina 
tion. The second will be a technical exami 
nation to determine the applicant's quali 
fications in the classification for which he is 
competing. 

Upon completion of final examination the 
War Department will arrange an eligible list 
of all successful candidates in order of mili- 
tary grade, length of service, and age. Ap 
pointments will be tendered from this list in 
such numbers as are required to fill existing 
vacancies. The first six hundred on the 
eligible list will be appointed warrant 
officers (junior grade) in the Regular Army. 
The successive candidates in relative order 
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will be appointed temporary warrant officers | 


(junior grade) in the Army of the United 
States. These temporary appointments will 
remain in force for the duration of the 
emergency unless sooner revoked by the Sec- 
retary of War. The number of successful 
candidates in excess of the Army’s immediate 
requirements will be carried on the eligible 
list until appointed or until a new examl- 
nation is held. A new eligible list will be 
established as the result of each annual ex- 
amination. All candidates must requalify 
annually to remain on the eligible list. 

For the convenience of interested per 
sonnel the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL of 
fers the following summary of the War 
Department’s policy : 

Number to be appointed: about 6,000 as 
W. O. (jg), of which 600 as W. O. (jg) in 
Regular Army, remainder as temporary W. O. 
(jz) in Army of US. 

Who are eligible: 

1. Officers of Army of US other than Regu 
lary Army officers. 

2. Former Regular Army officers separated 
from service under honorable conditions, 

3. Honorably discharged enlisted men 
Regular Army.

Maritime Nomination May Open 
High Post to Army Officer 


The rumored removal of John M. Car- 
mody, Federal Works Administrator, and 
appointment of an Army officer to that 
high post appeared to have substantial 
foundation this week, with nomination of 
Mr. Carmody to be a member of the Ma- 
ritime Commission succeeding former 
Representative John J. Dempsey who re 
cently resigned to become Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior, 

Mr. Carmody, who has suffered from 
ill health, will complete the six-year term 
of oflice begun by Representative Demp- 
sey on 26 Sept. 1940. 

It is rumored that Col. Philip B. Flem- 
ing, Ck, now Wage and Hour Adminis- 
trator, will become Federal Works Ad- 
ministrator. The supplemental national 
defense estimates voted early this month 
contained authority for an Army officer to 
be appointed Federal Works Administra- 
tor. 

It was stated in the 1 Noy. issue of the 
AkMY AND Navy JourNAL that “The au 
thorization for an Army oflicer to be ap- 
pointed Federal Works Administrator is 
believed to be intended to make possible 
appointment of Col, Philip B, Fleming 
to the higher post. If appointed, Colonel 
Fleming will receive such amount over 
his present pay and allowances as will 
mike his total salaries equal to the stat 
utory pay of the Federal Works Admin 
istrator, $10,000 a year.” 





Laundry Units Purchased 

Contracts for 37 mobile Army laundry 
units have been awarded by the Wash 
ington, 1D.

Construction Report 

From an annual report submitted by 
Brig. Gen. Brehon Somervell, Chief of 
Construction Division, Office of the Quar 
termaster General, to Maj. Gen. Edmund 
B. Gregory, Quartermaster General, it is 
learned that in the period from 1 July, 
140, to 1 July, 1941 housing was provided 
for an Army population which exceeds 
the combined populations of Dallas, 
Seattle, New ilaven, Richmond and 
Nashville, 

It was pointed out that the population 
of some of the newly-constructed indi 
vidual camps alone exceeds in size that 


of important cities in some states. For 
example, the camp constructed at Ft, 
Bragg, N. C., has a population much 


larger than that of Raleigh, the capital of 
the State, Camp Blanding’s population is 
live times that of Florida’s capital city, 
Tallahassee, while the combined popula 
tions of Camp Livingston and Camp 
Claiborne, La., double that of Baton 
Rouve, the capital of the State, 

The entire building program carried on 
by the Construction Division, OQMG, 
during the fiscal year of 1941, the report 
relates, involved 459 projects, including 
new ordnance manufacturing plants, ex 
pansion of old ones, chemical warfare 
plants, general hospitals, ordnance and 
general storage depots, quartermaster 
depots, and new air fields and stations, 
The program included not only Con 
linental United States, but Alaska, 
Panama and Hawaii. Work inaugurated 
by the Construction Division on the air 
fields in the United States proper was 
turned over to the Corps of Engineers in 
November, 1940, for completion. 


Extend Commissary Privileges 

The Navy has asked Congress to amend 
existing legislation to permit extension of 
commissary privileges in Alaska or for- 
eign possessions to employees of contract 
ing firms for the Navy.

Navy Swim Beach Opens 
The Reereation and Morale Otlice, Na 
vy Yard, Pear! Harbor, T. HL, announced 
this week that the Navy beach at Barbers 
Point was officially opened on 15 Nov, The 
beach will be used by officers and enlisted 


men and their families, 
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The issue of the closed shop vs. Na- 
tional Defense has raged all week in 
Washington. The patience and forbear- 
unce displayed by the President, have 
made no impression upon John L, Lewis, 
whose bitter, personal animosity toward 
the President is a matter of public rec- 
ord, Lewis knows that the President in- 
tends to eliminate him from the CIO and 
the United Mine Workers—the latter’s 
maneuvers in connection with the CIO 
convention, which met this week in De- 
troit, are characterized by the mine lead- 
er’s friends as evidence of this purpose. 
On the surface they failed; the conven- 
tion, although enthusiastically for the 
l’resident’s Foreign and National Defense 
policies, emphatically endorsed Lewis’ at- 
titude against Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal 
to hold the closed shop dispute in abey- 
ance duting the National Emergency, or 
to submit the dispute to arbitration, 
Lewis contended, as do his colleagues, 
that it is just as important to end the 
epen shop as it is to defeat Hitler, and 
he declared he was unwilling to accept 
in advance the decision of any arbitrator 
because such an arbitrator surely would 


support the position of the President 
igainst his own, as did the National 


Mediation Board. Lewis finds support in 
this opinton in the latest Gallup poll, 
which reported 70 per cent of the public 
niverse to his conduct. 

The President has repeatedly stated he 
will never agree to the closed shop, and 
the farthest he is willing to go is to 
urge the Captive Mine Operators to ad- 
vise the 5 per cent of non-union men in 
their employ that they are free to join 
the mine workers’ organization and enjoy 
nl) its benefits. That he is prepared to act 
should his negotiations ultimately fail, is 
shown by measures the Army has taken 
to occupy the mines and operate them the 
moment he gives the order, and by the 
agitation in Congress, which he is ap- 
proving, to enact strike control legisla- 
tion. Neither of these alternatives ap- 
peals te him. To take over the mines 
would be to involve the government in 
further direct industrial activity, with all 
the problems it would create, such as 
those which have developed at the 
Camden plant of the Federal Shipbuild- 
ing and Drydock Company, and the 
Bendix factory of Air Associates, Ine., 
which necessitated the demand of the 
War Department for the resignations of 
the President and Vice President of that 
concern. Moreover, mining is an expert 
eccupation, with definite hazards, and 
there would be difficulty in replacing 
strikers, To add to the President’s 
troubles is the sympathetic stoppage of 
work in commercial mines. If a peaceful 
solution ean be found, which will pre- 
serve the open shop principle, the Presi- 
dent will grasp it; otherwise he will ob- 
tain legislation, which will restrict the 
gains of Labor he hes won for it, and the 
Army will occupy the mines. In the end 
it is clear that Lewis will suffer—no citi- 
zen can defy the government, and get 
away with it. 

There is one way Labor can be im- 
pressed with the gravity of the National 
Emergency, and that is in connection 
with the Price Control bill, which has 
been reported favorably by the House 
Banking Committee. That bill would not 
permit a ceiling to be placed upon wages. 
Wages are a tremendous factor in prices, 
os Bernard M. Baruch, the noted econ- 
omist explained yesterday to the House 
Rules Committee, and there is a rising 
demand in Congress for their control, 
largely because of the behavior of Lewis 
and the Railroad Brotherhoods, The lat- 
ter are demanding higher raises than al- 
lowed by the Railroad Fact Finding 
Board, and probably, to a limited extent, 
they will obtain some concessions, and 
call off the strike fixed for 7 Dec. Fear 
of action against labor by the House is 
responsible for the decision of its lead- 
ers to postpone consideration of the latest 
$7 billions Army and Navy and Defense 
Housing bill until the pending Labor dis- 
putes are settled. There is any number 
of members prepared to offer amend- 
ments to this measure or the Price Con- 





trol bill, which would seriously retard 
the growth of the Union movement, and 
this the President is anxious to avoid. 
There is a great deal of opposition in 
the Senate to the treaty with great Brit- 
ain, which might halt local taxation on 
most of the machines producing Lend- 
Lease goods for which $13 billions have 
been appropriated. It is the contention of 
several Senators that as the Federal gov- 
ernment is paying local sales taxes at 
Army Camps, Britain should pay the 
local taxes imposed on British-owned 
equipment in this country. There is op- 
position also to the agreement just signed 
with Mexico. Under that agreement, the 
Treasury will be required to stabilize ex- 
change between the two countries by 
buying pesos with dollars, and to resume 
direct purchase of Mexican silver, of 
which we have a staggering hoard. We 
also will grant a credit of $30 millions 
for the development of Mexico’s highway 
sysiem, And will negotiate a reciprocity 
tax with her. In return, Mexico will pay 
$40 millions to American citizens for a 
variety of claims, and appoint an expert, 
to meet with an American expert, to agree 
upon a value for the oil properties, which 
the Mexican government expropriated. 
Vhe American oil companies concerned 
fear they will not get the value they have 
fixed upon the properties taken from 
them, and are apprehensive that recog- 
nition of the principle of expropriation 
will affect their holdings in other Pan- 
American states. This apprehension is 
felt also by other American interests, par- 


ticularly those located in Colombia, 
Chile and Bolivia. Although Secretary 


Hull hus acclaimed the Mexican agree- 
ment as a new milestone in Pan-American 
solidarity, there is no certainty that the 
Senate will look at it in the same light. 





RCA Earnings Statement 


The consolidated statement of income 
of the Radio Corporation of America and 
subsidiary companies for the third quar- 
ter of 1941 and the first nine months of 
the year, with comparative figures for the 
corresponding periods of 1940, has been 
issued by Maj.

The profit for the first nine months of 
1941 is after providing $9,469,900 for Fed- 
eral income and excess profit taxes, com- 
pared with $2,528,900 for the correspond- 
ing period in 140. 

Total gross income from all sources 
amounted to $115,891,712.77 in the first 
nine months of 1941, compared with $8),- 
204,219.94 in the same period in 1949, an 
increase of $26,687,492.83. 

After payment of Preferred dividends, 
earnings applicable to the Common stock 
were equivalent to 35.7 cents per share, 
compared with 20.1 cents per share in the 
first nine months of 1940, 

Net profit for the third quarter of 1941, 
ended 30 September was $2,063,671.36, 
compared with $2,023,821.89 in the same 
quarter of 1{40, 





Rule on Flying Pay 

The U.S, Court of Claims has held Maj. 
Stephen J. ldzorek, USA-Ret., entitled to 
flying pay for three months, or $360 be- 
cause of an excess of 12 hours spent in 
the air in October, 1939, just prior to his 
retirement on 31 October 1939. The gov- 
ernment had refused payment claiming 
that Major Idzorek was on leave at the 
time, but the court pointed out that he 
was recalled before experation of his 
leave and made his flights “pursuant to 
orders issued by competent authority.” 

The court, however, denied the officer's 
claim for 50 per cent flying pay, pointing 
out that under the act of 9 April 1935 a 
non-flying officer was entitled to a maxi 
mum flying pay of $1,440 per annum.

Merchant Marine 

In order to meet the increasing demand 
for capable seamen to man America’s 
merchant vessels, the Maritime Com- 
mission announced this week that four 
ships are being added to the existing six- 
ship training fleet. Maritime officials 
stated that the Commission is acquiring 
the Alleghany and Berkshire, owned by 
the Merchants and Miners Line of Bal- 
timore, the City of Chattanooga, owned by 
the Ocean Steamship Co., Savannah, and 
one Liberty ship now under construction. 

It was explained this week that the 
four ships will be placed in service early 
in 1942, with plans calling for the ac- 
commodation of 400 trainees aboard each 
vessel, 

At the present time, there are 1,969 
new seamen in training, with a substan- 
tial enrollment increase scheduled when 
the new training ships are placed in 
service, 

Coincident with the Government's an- 
nounced policy of “farming out” defense 
contracts to aid small manufacturers, the 
Maritime Commission announced this 
week that it had adopted a similar policy 
14 months ago and is now receiving ma- 
chinery and equipment for the emergency 
ship construction program from approxi- 
mately 450 concerns located in 32 states. 

The Maritime Commission’s Progress 
Construction Report, which was made 
public late last week, reveals that keels 
for approximately one fourth of the 312 
Liberty Ships under construction have 
heen laid. The report said that since 30 
April, the date of the first keel laying, 
a total of 76 have been laid. 

The Zebulon B. Vance, one of 37 Liberty 
ships to be constructed in the yards of 
the North Carolina Shipbuilding Corp., 
Wilmington, N. C., will be launced on 
Saturday, 6 Dec., the Maritime Commis- 
sion announced this week. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox announced 
at his press conference this week that 
the approximately 40 American merchant 
vessels registered under the title of Pa- 
hama would be returned to American 
charter. The return of the vessels, he ex- 
plained, is a result of passage of the Neu- 
trality Act revisions.

Aircraft car- 
fers are nothing, more or less, than mo- 
jie, foating take-off and landing fields 
wi there are far too few for the work in 
od. Viewed from any angle, the sink- 
ig of one of the newest British aircraft 
ariers is an extremely serious matter. 
fe recorded achievements of the Ark 
jal during the present war follows the 
fritish tradition of boldness, daring and 
dicdency at sea. It was one of the planes 
athe Ark Royal which fired the torpedo 
ut struck the latest Nazi battleship Bis- 
grck in a vital spot, thereby enabling 
dber units of the British fleets to over- 
uke her and put an early end to her ¢a- 
wer, From the very beginning of the war, 
_trom the coasts of Norway to the waters 
of the eastern Mediterranean, and from 
te British Isles to the Atlantic coasts 
uf the Western Hemisphere, —the Ark 
Royal has been active. Many times the 
Nazis have announced her destruction. It 
wus the irony of fate for the Nazis, that 
jer actual destruction was first an- 
winced by the British Admiralty. 

The Ark Royal’s activity as a unit of 
british sea power——a mobile floating air- 
prt—justifies the faith of naval leaders 
inthis type of war vessel.

The aircraft carrier Ark Royal was a 
wmplicated floating machine with a fly- 
ig deck of approximately 800 feet in 
length and 95 feet in width. It is not dif- 
teult to visualize what this means in 
view of the many wonderful land airports 
lying decks on land) now in existence 
throughout the world. The design and 
wstruction of the Ark Royal represented 
centuries of British experience in carry- 
ig 0D war at sea with machines. 

She was ordered 17 March, 1935; begun

Although designed to carry 72 planes, 
her operating complement of planes was 
nearer 60, consisting of torpedo planes, 
dive bombers and reconnaissance planes. 
However, suitably designed fighters and 
planes carrying depth charges might well 
have been included in her complement. 

The gun battery of the Ark Royal in- 
cluded 16-4.5 inch, dual purpose guns, 
4-3 pounders, 6-multiple pompons and 8- 
multiple machine guns. Her protection 
was the very latest. The vitals were pro- 
tected by a heavy deck and the vertical 
protection was on a sufficient scale to 
prevent destruction by lucky hits. The 
underwater protection was of an im- 
proved bilge type. Extensive electric weld 
ing was employed in her construction 
which effected a saving of 500 tons in 
weight. 

It is possible that the explosive effect 
of the latest Axis torpedoes is greater 
than estimated by the designers of the 
Ark Royal. Presumably the seams, which 
were electrically welded, were as strong, 
if not stronger, than if they had been 
riveted. However, this question will have 
to be explored in view of the apparent 
ease with which the Ark Royal was sunk. 

The Ark Royal was operating in the 
Western Mediterranean, presumably with 
other units of the British fleet. The Na- 
zis claim that she was attacked by two 
of their submarines. In view of the dam- 
age done, it is believed that more than 
one torpedo reached its mark. After being 
struck, the Ark Royal was taken in tow 
und headed for the base of Gibraltar. It 
was while in tow that she sank. There is 
un unverified report that she was struck 
by a torpedo while in tow. The first tor 
pedo blow caused such serious damage 
that only a few planes were able to take 
off. It is probable that she assumed a list 
which made taking off impossible for the 
planes. 

All but one of her complement were res 
cued before she sank. Experts remained 
aboard until the last minute to try to save 
their ship but in vain. 





Though the details are lacking it is 


sufe to conclude that the record of the 
Ark Royal, as a modern aircraft carrier, 
has helped to usher in a new era of war 
at sea. 

Also, the successful efforts of the offi- 
cers and men of the United States Cruiser 
Omaha to salvage the Nazi merchant ship 
Odenwald and bring her to port are bound 
to impress Nazis that the sea-power of 
the United States is far reaching.

Xmas Mail Deliveries 


The Navy Department has appealed to 
relatives and friends of members of the 
Naval service to cooperate in expediting 
official mail deliveries by refraining from 
sending in Christmas mail to be for- 
warded to officers and enlisted men. It 
requested that in cases where addresses 
of members of the service are known that 
Christmas gifts and greeting cards be 
mailed direct to the ships and stations 
on which they are serving, but that no 
gifts or cards be sent if they must be for- 
warded through the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. 

The Navy Department statement said 
that it is fully aware of the personal 
feelings which prompt the forwarding of 
greetings during the holiday season. How- 
ever, it was added, the present emergency 
has placed an average daily load of ap- 
proximately 50,000 pieces of official mail 
on that Bureau and in the interest of ef- 
ficiency and prompt delivery of official 
mail that Bureau cannot undertake to 
re-address gifts and cards and forward 
them so they will arrive at their desti- 
nation by Christmas. 

Mail for officers and men serving with 
the Atlantic Fleet or at any of the activi- 
ties on the outlying bases and stations 
in the Atlantic Ocean should be addressed 
to them in care of the Postmaster, New 
York City, N. Y. The same holds true for 
Marines serving with the units in Iceland. 

Mail for those serving with the United 
States, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets and on 
activities on the outlying bases and sta- 
tions in the Pacific Ocean should be ad- 
dressed to them in care of the Postmaster, 
San Francisco, Calif.

Minneapolis Airport For Navy 

Wold-Chamberlain Field, Minneapo- 
lis’ municipal airport is being fitted for 
the Naval Reserve Aviation Base by 
WPA workers on a $2,833,339 project.

It is ex- 
pected that a board will be named within 
the next two weeks to make the recom- 
mendations for promotions and appoint- 
ments. 





Power Conservation Necessary 


The War Department has instructed all 
commanding officers in the Southeast 
States that a strict conservation of elec- 
tric power is of utmost importance. It 
was explained that the establishment of 
many new Army stations, and greatly in- 
creased industrial activity in that area 
was taxing all the power available in the 
drought-ridden states of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee, The War Depart- 
ment pointed out that the OPM is ex- 
pected to order a drastic curtailment of 
the use of power in the very near future.
